MAMARONECK, N. Y., June 27.— 
Bobby Jones again showed what he 
can do with a golf ball when he 
makes up his mind to do it. 

For the first nine holes in the 
opening round of the thirty-third na- 
tional open championship, at the 
Winged Foot Golf Club today, the 
greatest golfer in the world was just 
ordinary. He was out in 38, two 
over par, and the gallery that had 
waited hours for him to. start in 
quest of his third American title was 
being ill-rewarded for its pains.- 

Then things began to happen. His 
next five holes were all threes—two 
pars, two birdies and one eagle. The 
next four were all fours—three pars 
and one birdie; and he was home in 
31, five under par for the nine, 69 
for the round and leading the near- 
est man in the field by a stroke and 
all but one of his logical rivals for 
the 1929 championship by five or 
more - strokes, 

Never before in the ten American 
open championships he has played fn 
has Bobby broken 70.. He has had 
only one round under 70 in the three 
British opens in which he has .¢om- 
peted. That one came at St. An- 
drews two years ago when he shot 
a 68 in the first round. He had 
begun to think that he never would 
be aided by one of those “‘free lifts’ 
that others, less gifted than himself, 
so often get. But today, aroused to 
a fighting fury by the missing of a 
bunker shot on the ninth, Bobby 
turned savagely on par and made it 
yield to his onslaught. 


Round Puts Gallery in Frenzy. 


That brilliant burst, one that had 
his enormous gallery in a frenzy of 
excitement; a great round by Gene 
Sarazen that put the stocky little 
Fresh Meadow professional in a com- 
manding position; an even greater 
one by\the veteran Jack White, win- 
ner of the British open championship 
twenty-five years ago, and the fatal- 
ity that happened to the defending 
champion, Johnny Farrell, were the 
outstanding features of one of the 
most interesting days in champion- 
ship history. 

Farrell, hero of the thirty-six-hole 
play-off with Jones at Olympia Fields 
last year, and the man who holed a 
tremendously long, nerve-wracking 
putt on the last green to win the 
title, is no longer a factor in the 
stern chase. Not only that, but he is 
in imminent danger of being weeded 
out when the field is cut down to- 
morrow night. 

Struggling helplessly against a 
game that has temporarily at least 
deserted him, the Quaker Ridge pro 
started badly, taking four strokes 
more than par figures on the first 
three holes, ran into a sickening 
6 on the fifth, then took an 8 on the 
par 4 eighth hole and another 6 on 
the ninth to put him out in 46, ten 
above par. Although he came back 
in 38, fighting a game fight, his 84 
on the round has left him stranded 
high and dry—an open champion 
with a hopeless chance to repeat. . 

Even before telling how matters 
stand at the end of the first eighteen | Gorman 
holes—which, by the way, is rela- 
tively unimportant at this early 
stage of the game—one must de- 
ascribe that epoch-making round of 
the young Atlanta attorney.

BERLIN, June 27.—The concur- 
rence tomorrow of the tenth anni- 
versary of the signing of the Treaty 
of Versailles with the impending 
ratification of the new reparations 
settlement of Germany with her war 
creditors and the concomitant pros- 
pects of removal of allied troops from 
German soil finds the German Goy- 
ernment bravely struggling with con- 
flicting emotions in its effort to give 
dignified expression to the nation’s 
feelfags without, on the other hand,

° with the pending commit- 
ments. 

Officially the government signal- 
ized the anniversary of the Ver- 
sailes Treaty with brief pronouncé 
ments by President von Hindenburg, 
Chancellor Hermann Mueller and 
every meniber.of the Cabinet attack- 
ing the’ ‘‘menace of the dictatorial 
peace imposed ‘on Germany”’ and the 
charge that Germany was guilty of 
starting the war. . 

Neither the aeh nent as such 
nor any of its executive heads would 
identify themselves with the numer- 
ous public functions announced for 
tomorrow. President von Hinden- 
burg declined an invitation to a great 
outdoor demonstration by Nationalis- 
tic organizations. ' 


‘Some Viewed as Too Cautions. 


That some officials. are leaning 
back a bit.too.far to suit even Lib- 
eral elements is indicated in im- 
patience expressed with the Prussian 
Government’s action in prohibiting a 
mass meeting at Berlin University, 
which was to be devoted to a discus- 
sion of the war guilt charge by Pro- 
fessor’ Hans Delbrueck. Even the 
Liberal Tageblatt expresses regrets 
that such a distinguished historian 
should be prevented from being 
heard on this occasion.

27.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, while not committed to 
the proposed sliding tariff scale on 
sugar, a scheme on which Chairman

“The President has had the sliding 
scale on sugar suggested by mem- 
bers of committees, the object of 
which was to protect the consumers 
as well as the producers of sugar. 
He has not expressed himséiff but 
of course would be glad to see an 
arrangement which would effect this 
dual purpose.”

Attacks Walker's ‘Paper’ Plans 
for Betterments After ‘Three 
Years of Neglect of Duties.” 





With the speakers charging the 
city administration with graft and 
corruption and characterizing Mayor 
Walker as a ‘‘wise-cracker” and an 
incompetent, the Better City Govern- 
ment League nominated John F. Hy- 
lan for Mayor at a city convention 
in Cooper Union last night. 

It was a distinctive Hylan meeting 
with plenty of enthusiasm, and Mr. 
Hylan was the only candidate placed 
in nomination. The convention ad- 
journed until August, the exact date 
to; be fixed by City Chairman George 
Julian Houtain, in the hope that Mr. 
Hylan may obtain the Republican 
nomination, in which case the con- 
vention presumably would accept the 
Republican designees for Controller 
and President of the Board of Alder- 
men, 

In fact, Mr. Bauiain, in his speech 
as chairman of the convention, made 
a direct plea to the Republicans to 
nominate Mr. Hylan, for whom he 
claimed an -active organization of 
41,900 men and women. 

Mr. Houtain declared that Mr. Hy- 
lan would run for election as an in- 
dependent candidate, regardless of 
whether or not he obtained the Re- 
publican nomination. Color to this 
assertion was lent by the filing with 
S. Howard Cohen, chief clerk of the 
Board of ‘Elections; of notice of the 
formation of the Better Government 
party with an emblem of a white 
letter ‘‘H’’ superimposed on a black 
background surrounded by a white 
and a black'circle. In a letter to 
John R. Voorhis, president of the 
Board of Elections, Ernest Gilmore 
Gardner, who described himself as 
business manager of the league, said 
that the league was filing a copy of 
an. independent nominating petition 
as required by law.

Forty Strong Arm Squads Are Sent

Forty automobiles bearing mem- 
bers of the strong arm squad started 
out from Police Headquarters at 3 
o’clock this morning to launch a 
wholesale round-up of Broadway un- 
desirables in a search for clues to 
the murder of Frank Marlow, 
racketeer, who thrown from a car 
on Monday night and left to die be- 
side a lonely road in Queens.

PARIS, June 27.-In two amazing 
sessions the French Chamber of 
Deputies this eévening; ‘rejetting 
every warning that success was not 
likely, demanded and obtained from 
Premier Poincaré a promise that he 
would once more seek to open ne- 
gotiations with Washington for the 
postponement of the payment of the 
$400,000,000 due Aug. 1 for purchases 
of American army stocks and thus try 
to make possible the delay of the 
ratification of France’s debt accords 
until after the acceptance by all the 
interested powers of the Young rep- 
arations. plan. 

This entirely new turn in events 
was sprung unexpectedly after a re- 
quest by the Premier for postpone- 
ment of the debate on the debts and 
reparations situation from tomorrow 
until next week. 


Premier’s Warning Ignored. 


The resolution was discussed in an 
atmosphere which was at fever heat 
and was voted finally, after a re- 
drafting by the Finance Commission, 
all but unanimously, with the Social- 
ists abstaining and the Communists 
voting against. Whatever its effect, 
the motion and the demonstration 
which accompanied it must be inter- 
preted as an expression of the deter- 
mination of France that there can be 
no disassociation of debts from rep- 
arations, that she can pay only in so 
far as she is paid and that justice 
— right are, in her opinion, on her 
side. 

M. Poincaré struggled in vain 
against the current of opinion which 
carried him into these new negotia- 
tions. He warned the Chamber that 
as recently as eight days ago he had 
had a refusal from ashington to 
adjourn the date of payment for war 
stocks in case of non-ratification of 
the Mellon-Bérenger agreement. H 
argued ‘that there was not the slight- 
-est’ ground for hope that that atti- 
tude would change.

LONDON, June 27.—Ambassador 
Dawes has called a meeting for to 
morrow morning of a number . of 
Américan naval experts now in Lon- 
don to discuss with them technical 
details of the naval limitation situa- 
tion. .

This question was discussed by 
General Dawes with Hugh 8. Gibson, 
Ambassador $o Belgium, who. hes 
been here since Monday. Mr. Gibson 
left today to return to Brussels. 

Mr. Dawes is keeping in close touch 
with the French, Italian and Japan- 
ese Ambassadors as well as with the 
British Foreign Office. He ‘said today 
that when something definite hed 
been done he would announce it, but 
that all pronouncements on policies 
must come from ‘‘those In first au- 
thority.’’ 

It does not appear that a great deal 
of advance has been made in the 
past week. The matter is compli- 
cated and, indeed, there is reason to 
believe .General Dawes has received’ 
a deeper realization of the difficul- 
ties of the task from Mr. Gibson, 
who headed the American delegation 
at the meetings of the League of 
Nations preliminary disarmament- 
comroission. 


Issues a Typed Statement. 

Announcing that he probably ought 
to say something, Mr. Dawes sum- 
moned the London correspondents 
today and issued to them an 6k 
traordinarily unhelpful statement. 
After paying tribute to the great 
knowledge Mr. Gibson had of the 
situation, the statement said: 

“In our interview with the Prime 
Minister on Tuesday such an ex- 
change of information was had as 
was envisaged at the last Geneva 
meeting, but the discussion, which 
dealt with methods of approach, 
reached no definite form.”

Thus far, it was said today, the 
five powers are in substantial agree- 
ment. It ig understood some objec- 
tions have been voiced to some of 
the projected details in the London 
conversations by France and Italy, 
involving their special naval needs, 
but these present no major obstacles 
to the success of the reduction move- 
ment. A number of questions are to 
be solved before a conference can be 
called with a safe prospect of suc- 
cess and these are now the subject 
of exchanges. 

All indications are that the con- 
ference will be held in London within 
the next few months. Some light 
on this point is looked for when 
Premier MacDonald makes his prom- 
ised statement within the next few 
days as to the next step in naval re- 
duction. But before formal steps can 
he taken, a number of question of 
procedure must be decided. 

Decision must be reached upon 
what classes of ships should be con- 
sidered at the projected conference.

Maas, Congress Flier, Wins Naval Air.Rating 
Soon After Reprimand for Flying Too Low 





ago as a result of complaints to the 
Aeronautics Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Representative 
Melvin J. Maas, Republican, of 8t. 
Paul, Minn., was ‘‘cautioned’’ by the 
Army Air Corps against flying too 
low over downtown Washington. 

The reprimand came after residents 
had reported that Mr. Maas had 
swooped too low over the Western 
section of the city while flying: an 
army pursuit plane. 

The situation was somewhat deli- 


cate inasmuch as Mr. Maas was the 
sponsor in the House of the bill urged 
by army fliers creating a separate 
promotion list for the Air .

uestion, as well as the uses of in- 

ustrial alcohol. It has not yet been 
determined just how these pamphlets 
will be distributed. However, they 
will be made available to persons and 
ri tabigias that make requests for 
em. 


Preparing to Meet Requests. 


‘Many different kinds of requests 
are coming into the bureau,’’ Dr. Do- 
ran said today. ‘‘These are being 
assembled, sorted and the pamphlets 
prepared with a view to answering 
the questions which most universally 
arise.”’ 

It was made plain today that in 
‘‘disseminating facts’ as provided by 
Congress, the bureau would author- 
ize no advertising, either printed or 
over the radio, nor use billboards or 
motion pictures in ‘‘selling’’ the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the pub- 
lic. The whole program will be re- 
vised under the personal direction of 
Dr. Doran. He intends to handle 
the work carefully and will not be 
prepared for some time to come to 
divulge just what he intends to do 
along educational lines. 

Secretary Mellon refused to com- 
ment today on prohibition bureau 
matters. He said he had not dis- 
cussed the controverted pamphlets 
with President Hoover. The prohibi- 
tion bureau, he added, was willing at 
all times to answer any questions 
asked concerning the _ prohibition 
work of the treasury. 


Report on Detroit River Shooting. 


The State Department has received 
a full report from the Treasury giv- 
ing the details of shooting upon a 
customs patrol boat on the Detroit 
River by rum-runners substantially 
as they were given in press accounts, 
Secretary Stimson announced today. 

The Treasury authorities were un- 
able to identify the offending vessel 
by name or to. give her nationality 
or the nationality of her owners, 
facts which the State Department 
officials have said they must have 
before the matter can be taken up 
with Canada. 

Such incidents involving rum- 
runners, as well as the sinking of 
the I’m Alone, a Canadian liquor 
ship, are likely to be brought up in 
a conference on Saturday between 
Secretary Stimson and Vincent Mas- 
sey, the Canadian Minister. 

It is understood that the American 
case on the I’m Alone is about com- 
pleted and that the name of the 
American arbitrator will be an- 
nounced within a few days. Among 
those mentioned recently are Frank 
B. Kellogg, former Secretary of 
State, for the United States, and Sir 
Robert Borden, former Prime Min- 
ister, for Canada.

Federal Trade Board Gets Ex- 
hibit on $50,000 Gift by In- 
dustry to Leland Stanford.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Fifteen 
months of investigation into activi- 
ties of public utilities were concluded 
today by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion when it adjourned its inquiry 
until September. The respondent 
utilities will then offer rebuttal evi- 
dence. Today’s session, at which no 
witnesses appeared, was devoted to 
introduction of exhibits on various 
phases of the inquiry. 


One group of exhibits disclosed 
efforts of the National Electric Light 
Association to organize a committee 
on relations with financial institu- 
tions, nation-wide in scope and ‘“‘hav- 
ing for its purposes the establish- 
ment and maintenance of proper con- 
tact with these agencies.’’ 

Another related to a $50,000 con- 
tribution by California power inter- 
ests to Stanford University for re- 
search work, as well as financial 
support for that institution’s School 
of Business Administration. 

Details of plans for the ‘“‘committee 
on felations’ with financial institu- 
tions’’ were given in two letters ad- 
dressed to A. W. Robertson, presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia company of 
Pittsburgh, vice chairman of this 
committee. In a personal letter to 
Mr. Robertson, dated Nov. 11, 1927, 
A. F. Hockenbeamer, president of 
the Pacific-Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, emphaized the value of hav- 
ing rural banks support the utilities. 
He said that at that time his or- 
ganization had time accounts with 
territory, under ita policy te teay it

“On the whole,” he wrote, ‘“‘the 
relations with our bankers are about 
as cordial as they possibly could be.

THAT HE MADE WINE 


Gould of Maine Told in Letter 
of Getting “Fair Results” 
From Grape Juice. 








GAVE WET VIEWS BLUNTLY 





Commissioner Doran Says Making of 
Alcoholic Liquor. From Fruit 
Violates Dry Law. 





PRESQUE ISLE, Me., June 27 
(?).—Arthur R. Gould Jr., Senator 
from Maine, the first State to adopt 
a prohibition law and which has been 
“dry’’ for seventy-five years, today 
defended his ‘‘right to have, make 
and drink’’ light wines and beer, 
and declared the licensing of such 
beverages ‘‘would be a great im- 


provement over the present prohibi- 
tion law, which seems impossible to 
enforce.’’ . 

Mr. Gould set forth his views after 
an attorney in St. Louis for a grape 
juice company had announced that 
he had a letter to submit in a dam- 
age action in which the Senator said 
he ha@ obtained ‘‘very fair results’’ 
with the company’s product. 

‘“‘Everybody who knows me knows 
that the sentiments relating to pro- 
hibition as expressed in that letter 
are my sentiments,’’ he said. 

Mr. Gould said people in his part 
of Maine made wine from elderberry 
flowers and grapes. 

“God Almighty put those flowers 
and vines on the earth,” he declared, 
‘“‘and ‘‘He intended them to be used.’’ 

Senator Gould was elected in 1926 
to fill the unexpired term of Bert 
M. Fernald. He has not declared 
himself a candidate for re-election.

Tells How Grape Juice Worked.

ST. LOUIS, June 27.—Senator

sent me some goods that refused to 
work. You gave me further instruc- 
tions, and after a good deal of bother 
I got some very fair results, but in 
another way I had some bad luck. 
When I came here in December I 
left the goods in what I thought was 
a safe place. 
‘“‘When I returned home Christmas 
time I found less half of each 
package, the balance having been 
stolen. However, that. was a pretty 
odd recommendation for the goods, 
or if it hadn’t had some virtue it 
would never have been pilfered 
away. I took care of about three 

lions ‘in each keg which I still 
ave on hand, and it is improving 
every month, - ,

Called Violation of Law. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (4).—The 
manufacture of wine from grape 


juice is a violation of the prohibition 
law and is subject to the same 
penalty as any other illegal manufac- 
ture of intoxicating: liquor, in the 
opinion of Prohibition Commissioner 
Doran, expressed after he had been 
informed today of the letter of Sena- 
tor Gould to a St. Louis grape juice 
company, 

Commissioner Doran would not 
comment on the letter of Senator 
Gould, but explained the provision 
of the prohibition law in connection 
with the manufacture of wine. 

“The only thing that is permitted 
under the law is the manufacture 
of non-intoxicating fruit juices for 
exclusive use in the home,’’ Com- 
missioner Doran said.. ‘‘Wine, in 
our law, is included under intoxi- 
cating liquor and its manufacture in 
any form except under permit for 
heverage use is a violation of the 
law just the same as is the manu- 
facture of any. other liquor.’’ 

While the making of wine is pro- 
hibited by the national ‘prohibition 
law, it has never been the policy of 
the Prohibition Bureau to investi- 
gate private homes to see whether 
fruit Juices were fermenting. Agents 
of the bureau’ have interfered with 
such precnes only when it was es- 
tablished that the product was being 
placed on sale, 


Alcoholic Result the Test.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—James 
J. Britt, counsel for the prohibition 


unit, said tonight of Senator Gould’s 
letter: ‘‘It is a violation of the law 
to make intoxicating wines out of 
anything for beverage purposes.”’ 

Authorities in the prohibition unit 
indicated that the leading question 
was whether the juices the Senator 
used produced enough alcohol to 
make the alleged wine ‘‘intoxicat- 
ing.’’ If they produced. more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol. the 
authorities say, it would be a viola- 
tion of the law. 

W. Scott McBride, general super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
described Senator Gould as ‘‘wob- 
bly’ on the prohibition issue. 

e leaders nave never regarded 
him as a dry, he said. 

Members of Congress who are in 
Washington refused to discuss the 
Gould case for publication, ‘but some 
expressed surprise that a Senator 
from dry Maine should have written 
such a letter.

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HEIMWEHR REVEALED 
IN PLAN TO AID ITALY 


Austrian Private Army Declared 
By Paper as Ready in 1927 to 
Start War on Yagoslavia. 


Wireless to THe New York Times. 

VIENNA, June 27.—When Aristide 
Briand, the French Foreign Minis- 
ter, notified the League of Nations 
a few days ago that Austria’s armed 
state was a menace to the peace of 
middle Europe, the Austrian news- 
papers replied that there was no 
doubt about the existence of two 
private armies in this country, the 
Heimwehr and the Schutzbund, but 
they were a danger only to Austria 
and not to her neighbors. 

The Socialist organ, the Arbeiter 
Zeitung, continuing its revelations of 
the Heimwehr activity, was able 
today, however, to declare that their 
Movements extended even to the 
realm of foreign policy. 

The newspaper charges that at a 
meeting of Heimwehr leaders in 
Salzburg, in 1927, Colonel Sacher, 
the leader of the Tyrol section, pro- 
posed that the Heimwehr help Italy 
in case of an Italo-Yugoslav war. 

At that time the tension between 
those two countries over the pact of 
Tirana was acute. Colonel Sacher’s 
plan was to occupy the Austro-Yugo- 
slav frontier for two days and 
thus allow the Italian and Hungarian 
troops to enter Austrian territory 
and use it as a jumping off place 
into Yugoslavia. 

Later the Heimwehr launched an 
attack against the Austrian Socialist 
Army, the Schutzbund, which is 
known to be pro-Yugoslav. 

Colonel Sacher’s plan was not 
adopted by the Tyrol Heimwehr in 
view of Italy’s treatment of the Aus- 
trian minority in the Italian Tyrol, 
preferring to fight Italy and remain 
neutral toward Yugoslavia. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung, which pub- 
lished only a part of the report of 
the meeting for fear of harming Aus- 
tria’s position in foreign politics, re- 
marks: 

“These are the fever dreams of 
fools, but fools have arms in their 
hands and inasmuch as they are 
supported by the = they 
can involve Austria in a catastrophe.

OVERFLOW BOWS OUTSIDE 





Foreigners Join in; Celebration of 
Accord With State—50,000 
at Te Deum Today. 


Special Cable to THs New YoRK TIMES. 

MEXICO CITY, June 27.—Masses 
were celebrated today for the first 
time in three years in eleven Mexi- 
can churches. 

Soon after sunrise a veritable army 
of Catholics began their march to 
the first Catholic churches opened 
since all were closed three years ago, 
on July 31, 1926. . 

Although there had been no pub- 
lic announcement that services would 
be resumed so soon, the news was 
spread orally after the buildings 
were turned over to the Church yes- 
terday. Thousands went to church 
afoot, in automobiles and on auto 
buses and street cars, which were 
jammed to capacity.. 

It is estimated that at least 15,000 
persons attended mass. Each of the 
eleven churches was crammed and 
multitudes were unabie to gain ad- 
mittance. The overflow crowds gath- 
ered outside, the men standing bare- 
headed and bowed during the ser- 
vice. Men dressed in black and wo- 
men in sombre garb, with the tradi- 
tional black mantillas over their 
heads, prayed audibly: as they ap- 
proached the churches. 

The first mass was said at the 
Church of the Holy Family, in the 
Colonia Roma, the fashionable resi- 
dential section, in which lives a ma- 
jority of the American colony. Many 
American Catholics attended. The 
mass here was said at 7 A. M. by 
Father Francisco Carrasco, a well- 
known Jesuit priest. Two other 
masses were said in the forenoon at 
this church, both attracting large 
congregations. 

Among other Mexico City churches 
in which’ mass was said today was 
the Iglesia de la Profesa, the capi- 
tal’s temporary cathedral. 

For the first time in almost three 


‘) years the Eucharist appeared at sev- 


eral churches. Practically every one 
who passed before the places of wor- 
ship in which was the host bowed, 
the men doffing their hats and bend- 
ing their knees: This is the ‘first 


time in more. than three.years that}. 


such general demonstrations of rev- 
erence before churches containing 
the host have been witnessed in Mex- 
ico City. 

Many M--:ican and foreign Cath- 
olic famille. celebrated in other ways 
the resumption of masses, such as 
with special home dinners and other 
forms of quiet rejoicing. 

It was learned today that a Te 
Deum will be sung Saturday at the 
Basilica de Guadalupe, the Mexican 
national shrine, at the outskirts of 
the capital. Archbishop Leopoldo 
Ruiz y Flores, the Apostolic Dele- 
gate, will officiate and the sermon 
will be delivered by Mgr. Pascual 
Diaz, the newly appointed primate 
of Mexico. It was also learned that 
many Mexican Catholics will make 
a pilgrimage to the shrine from all 
parts of the republic for this ser- 
vice. It is estimated that upward of 
50,000 persons will seek to attend the 
service. 


MEXICO CITY, June 27 (#).—The 
national shrine, the Church of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, has been turned 
over to the priest, Manuel Rodriguez, 
who had charge of it for thirty years 
up to the time of abandonment by 
the priesthood, Aug. 1, 1926. 

In the three years since then he, 
attired in civilian clothes, has stood 
guard over his former charge at a 
near-by street corner. 

The church bells will be pealed for 
the Friday. masses, sounding a joy- 
ful note where on July 31, 1926, their 
tolling carried foreboding to Mexi- 
can Catholics, The promptness with 
which the government went about 
turning back the churches to the 
priests after last Friday’s settlement 
made it possible to move the time 
for the first mass forward. Origi- 
nally it had been planned to have it 
said Saturday, the feast of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. 

Ninety priests already have been 
certified to Acting Secretary of the 
Interior Felipe Canales for registra- 
tion, with others following as quick- 
ly as possible. . 

Acting on cabled instructions from 
Rome, Archbishop Ruiz administered 
the oath of his new-office last night 
to Archbishop Diaz, who was for- 
merly Bishop of Tabasco. The papal 
bull containing Mgr. Diaz’s appoint- 
ment as- Archbishop of. Mexico is 
now en route from Rome in the 
mails.

Testimony as to Hoover’s Views. 


At the sugar schedule hearing the 
statement by Mr. Love concerning 
President Hoover came in answer to 
questions by Senator Connally, Dem- 
ocrat, of Texas, to whom the witness 
said that within the last three 
months he had heard President Hoo- 
ver say that he was much interested 
in protection for the sugar industry. 

“You believe he favors increased 
duties?’’ asked Senator Connally. 

“Yes, but I don’t know what rates 
he favors,’’ replied Mr. Love, who 
stated that he was not endeavoring 
to speak for the President. 

‘“‘Are you sure that he didn’t say 
what you have stated before Nov. 
5?’’ asked Senator Harrison, Demo- 
crat, of Mississippi. 

Mr. Love said he had talked with 
Mr. Hoover both before and since the. 
national election. 

In another part of his testimony 
Mr. Love asserted: 

“Practically all attacks on the sugar 
tariff come from the Cuban Govern- 
ment and Wall Street banking inter- 
ests concerned about the investments 
in Cuba, prominent in which is the 
National City Bank.” 

Smoot Offers Explanation. 


After explaining how domestic 


sugar companies contracted with 
the growers for beets, Mr. Love

“She is forcing upward of 70 per 
cent of this onto the American mar- 
ket because other countries have 
higher sugar tariffs than the United 
States. ; 

‘“‘We are confronted with a farm 
relief problem. The counfry is pro- 
ducing a surplus of:certain crops. 
Production of beet, cane and corn 
sugar, a@fready. an imporfant farm 
activity embracing millions of acres 
in a score of States, canbe greatly 
expanded. More than any other, the 
sugar crop could contribute toward 
a more diversified agriculture in the 
United States.’’

Asks Aid for Cuban Holdings. . 


Mr. Snyder, the final witness of 
the day on ‘the sugar’ schedule, 
asked that the interests of those .con- 
cerned in Cuban refineries be safe- 
guarded against a high tariff barrier. 
In the United Statés, he said, foreign 


labor was used in the beet sugar in- 
dustry ‘because American laborers 
would not do the work. 

“You don’t know the American 
farmer,’’ Senator Smoot declared. 

“The Hershey Chocolate Company 
in the United States made between 
$8,000,000 and $9,000,000 last year, 
but the Hershey Corporation, the 
Cuban sugar refiners, went into the 
black for the first time,’’ making 
$2200.000 on a $49,000,000 investment, 
Mr. Snyder said. . 

Engaging Mr. Snyder in a humor- 
ous colloquy, Senator Harrison de- 
clared the Great Western Company 
had made $184,000,000 since 1905 and 
needed no new protection. 

‘‘Why not let the company officials 
tell what they made?”’ put in Sena- 
tor Smoot. 

Later, Senator Smoot asserted that 
the Hershey interests could make 
“their Cuban company lose money, 
while their American chocolate com- 
pany made millions.”’ 

As the hearing ended, Senator Har- 
rison asked Mr. Snyder if increased 
sugar prices would raise the price 
of: chocolate bars. 

Mr. Snyder said that, as the Her- 
shey’ prices were established at 5 
cents and multiples of that amount, 
it might be necessary to decrease the 
size of -the bar.

Unification of China Is. Now in 
' Sight With Military Opposition 
Quelled, He Declares.

‘ PEKING, June 27.—The orders for 
the capture and punishment of Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang have been can- 
celed and, in view of his past sub- 
stantial services, he will not only be 
permitted to depart for abroad, but 
will be named special investigation 
commissioner of foreign economic 
affairs for the Nanking Government 
and will also be furnished with 
ample funds, according to an inter- 
view given by President Chiang Kai- 
shek this morning. 

Chiang was very severe in his criti- 
cisms of Feng, who, he said, had at- 
tempted defiance of the Central Gov- 
ernment, depending upon two ele- 
meats for success—his own military 
strength and the backing of a politi- 
cal clique known as the ‘‘Reorgani- 
zationists.”’ The latter Chiang re- 
ferred to as unprincipled persons, 


disgruntled office-seekers and ‘“‘de- 
generate outcasts of the Bolshevist 


party’ who had no platform and 
nothing to offer the people. 
Chiang Hails Unification. 


Chiang made repeated pleas to 
newspaper men, and particularly to 
foreign correspondents, to try to un- 
derstand and to give sympathetic 
treatment to the revolutionary move- 
ment. He declared that rapid prog- 
ress was being made by the Nan- 
king Government, which was diffi- 
cult for foreign observers and even 
for the Chinese to comprehend, but 
that the real unification of the coun- 
try was now in sight. The reason for 
his trip north was to further that 
project by personal conferences. 

“Do not be dazzled nor misled by 
the tales of militarists, reactionaries, 
counter-revolutionaries' or Bolshe- 
vists, for the Natigqnalists have come 
to stay and the Kuomintang party 
has firm hands on the reins of gov- 
ernment,’’ declared Chiang. ‘‘This 
year there have been abortive at- 
tempts at revolt against the Central 
Government at Hankow and Canton, 
but both, though strong in a military 
sense, have crumbled before the idea 
of unification rather than before 
military attacks. The day of the old- 
style militarists is finished and their 
effective opposition ended. The 
Bolshevists are still busy with se- 
ditious rumors and propaganda, but 


their attempts to undermine ‘Nan- 
king are less hopeful than the mili- 
tarists’ efforts.’’ 

Chiang declared that Feng would 
leave China within a week. He made 
no reference to the future of Gen- 
eral Yen Hsi-shan. 


Yen’s Future Uncertain. 


SHANGHAT, China, June 27 (®).— 
The situation north of the Yangtse 
is considered still in a state of ex- 


treme uncertainty, with the next few 
days likely to reveal authentic reac- 
tions. It is believed by observers 
that if Feng should go abroad this 
would represent but one step in the 
real activities which have been going 
on for the past month by which 
Chiang Kai-shek has been working 
to straighten out the difficulties be- 
tween Feng and the Central Govern- 
ment. 

It was announced that Feng would 
turn over all his armies and do- 
minions to Yen Hsi-shan, known as 
the model Governor of Shansi Prov- 
ince. Yen is declared to be working 
with the Nationalists, while develop- 
ments even indicate that he also is 
planning to leave China. 

Chiang Kai-shek has arrived at Pe- 
king and is supposedly planning to 
confer with Yen Hsi-shan and Feng 
Yu-hsiang, with a possibility that

Digby Attacks Lamport-Holt In- 
stractions to Dead Captain 
to Try and Make Port.

In this connection, he said, he 
meant that if a master refused to 
take out his ship when it was over- 
loaded or if he would not sail until 
he had pumped out-the ballast water, 
thus delaying his ship three or four 
hours, he would be told that there 
were other masters who would. 

Mr. Digby, in summarizing the ev!- 
dence, said there was no need of a 
broken pipe or other improbable 
cause to account for the loss of the 
ship. The Vestris, he said, was ex- 
tremely tender, there was an incur- 
sion of water, there was trouble in 
the engine room about which he 
doubted the entire truth had been 
heard, and the Vestris had met bad 
weather, all of which had had a pro- 
gressive effect until she was lost.

He Remembers Mrs. Justine Ward 
of New York in Audience With 
Mgr. Ryan of Washington. 





VATICAN CITY, June 27 (®.— 
Pius XI will conduct a secret con- 
sistory for the creation of new cardi- 
nals on July 15 and a public con- 
sistory on July 18. 

The only elevation known definitely 
in advance is that of Mgr. Schuster, 
of German-Swiss parentage, to be 
Cardinal Archbishop of Milan, suc- 
ceeding the late Cardinal Tosi. The 
Pope himself was formerly Cardinal 
of Milan. Mgr. Schuster is at present 
Archpriest of St. Paul’s outside the 
walls of Rome. 

Mgr. Schuster was notified by a 
brief from the office of the Secretary 
of State that he would be elevated to 
the cardinalate on July 15. Since 
he is the only Benedictine abbot nut 
yet a bishop, he will be raised to the 


episcopacy after receiving the red 
hat by the Pope himself in the Sis- 
tine Chapel.

Pope Pius presented the American 
prelate with a beautiful bound book 
on the life of the Blessed Cosma da 
Carboniana, who was beatified last 
Sunday, and also three relics of St. 
Theresa, Little Flower of Jesus, for 
Mrs. Ward, Mgr. Ryan’s mother and 
the prelate himself. 

Mgr. Ryan will leave the latter 
part of next week for a tour of the 
European universities, particularly 
in Germany, including Freiburg, 
Munich and Berlin, as well as to 
Louvain and Brussels.

Proclamation Asserts Destiny of 
Future Generations Depends on 
What We Do With Agreement. 





With -the signing of the Kellogg 
Peace Pact by the Emperor of Japan 
on Wednesday, completing the rati- 
fication of the pact by the fifteen 
nations which on Aug. 27, 1928, en- 
tered the agreement to renounce war, 
the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, through its Com- 
mission on International Justice and 
released a proclamation 
regarding the enforcement of the 
pact from ithe siandpoint of the

COPENHAGEN, June 27 (®).—De- 
votional services ushered: in the sec- 
ond day of the second Lutheran 


world convention thi. morning. Su- 
perintendent Scharf. of Germany 
opened the session with an address 
on the duty of the present genera- 
tion to transmit the heritage of faith 
by training the next generation. 

The Rignt Rev. Marahrens, 
Bishop of Hanover, ee told 
the delegates it was impossible for 
the Church to place a proper evalu- 
ation upon the religious training of 
youth without a twofold viewpoint. 
The leaders of the Church must. un- 
derstand sympathetically the .relig- 
jous tendencies of the youth of to- 
day anu analyze the spiritual atti- 
tuce of earlier generations. 

Dr. Marahrens advised the Luther- 
ans that it was imperative, first, for 
the Church to teach its youth the 
creeds and_ confessions, 











chiefly .through the means of 
Luther’s’ small catechism, and, sec- 
ond, to instit in young people a love 
or ‘‘the precious hymns of ‘the 
Church and. the .devotional books 
which have meant so’ much to faith- 
ful Christians,”’ :

BEATS AIR SCHEDULE 
ON DEARBORN TRIP 


Passenger on Trip From Cleve- 
land Finds Ford Airport 
Well Equipped. 


By T. J. C. MARTYN.

DETROIT, June 27.—Skirting a 
shower, the Ford trimotored mono- 
plane Miss North Shore arrived at 
the Ford Airport at Dearborn today 
from Cleveland in the fast time of 
1 hour, 15 minutes, fifteen minutes 
ahead of the schedule. The visibility 
was bad and it was possible to see 
only narrow streaks of Lake Erie. 

The route followed is primarily a 
passenger airway over which it is 
said more than 200,000 miles have 
been flown without mishap. Our 
altitude today averaged 2,000 feet 
and our speed between 95 and 100 
miles an hour. 

Passengers of the Stout company 
are picked up by bus in Cleveland 
and taken to the airport, twelve 
miles distant, where there is a wait- 
ing room. Arriving at the Ford Air- 
port, passengers are likewise taken 
by bus to their respective hotels. 
Two air services from Cleveland, 
Detroit and Chicago are maintained 
daily by the company, one in the 
early morning, the other late in the 
afternoon.

ONE AIDED SUBWAY INJURED 





Helped Rescuers in Times Square 
Wreck—McCann Saved 
Manhole Victim. 





A New York Telephone Company 
employe who helped in rescue work 
in the Times Square subway wreck 
on Aug. 24, 1928, in which eighteen 
persons lost their lives and 100 were 
injured, and another employe who 
rescued the victim of a fire in a 
manhole on May 10, 1928, received 
Vail medals in wronze yesterday 
from J. S. McCulloh, president of 
the telephone company, in recogni- 
tion of ‘‘outstanding public service.’’ 

The medals were awarded to Leon- 
ard J. McCann of 1,945 Davidson 
Avenue, the Bronx, hero of the sub- 
way wreck, and to Raymond J. Cash- 
man of 733 Cauldwell Avenue, the 
Bronx, 
torium of the New York Telephone 
Company Building at 140 West 
Street. 

McCann, who Is an _ installation 
foreman in the Manhattan area, won 
his medal ‘‘for presence of mind and 
meritorious public service at the 
time of the wreck of a _ subway 
train.’’ The citation reads as fol- 
lows: 

“On Aug. 24, 1928, while McCann 
stood on the platform of the I. R. T. 
subway station at Times Square, 
he was attracted by signs of great 
commotion some distance down the 
tracks. He descended steps at the 
end of the platform, and, risking the 
danger of the third rail in the dark, 
made his way to the scene of a 
wrecked subway train, where ter- 
rible confusion reigned. Here he 
assisted those who could be readily 
extricated from the wreckage and 
transported many from the immedi- 
ate zone of disaster, helped free 
many others who were wedged in 
the débris, and, using his knowledge 
of first aid, rendered further valua- 
ble assistance to many of the vic- 
tims.”’ 

Cashman, who is a ¢able splicer 
for the telephone company, received 
the bronze medal ‘‘for presence of 
mind and valorous action in the res- 
cue of a fellow employe from fire in 
a manhole.’’ The citation reads: 

“On May 10, 1928, while en route 


ito a job, Cashman saw flames sud- 


denly burst from an open manhole 
at Central Park West at Seventy- 
first Street. Rushing to the spot, 
he learned that a fellow employe 
was trapped in the flames below. 
He first endeavored to smother the 
flames with a tarpaulin. This failed 
and the flames continued for about 
a minute and then subsided. Next, 
he attempted to ventilate the man- 
hole with the aid of the tarpaulin, 
but to no avail. Then, unmindful of 
personal risk, he had _ -himself 
equipped with two ropes and low- 
ered into the smoke-filled space by 
means of one of the ropes. 

“Blinded by the dense smoke, he 
groped until he found the man, who 
was almost unconscious from paraf- 
fin burns. He tied one of the ropes 


about the man, who was then raised ' Ge

After he him- 
self was raised and in spite of his 
own fatigue and nerve strain, he 
applied first-aid to the injured man’s 
burns until am ambulance carried 
the suffering man to a hospital.’’ 


ADVENTURES IN HIDING 
TOLD BY ARCHBISHOP 


Mgr. Jimenez, in Mexico City, 
Says That Troops Nearly 
Caught Him Once. 


Bpecial Cable to Tum New York Times. 

MEXICO CITY, June 27,—Among 
the priests and prelates who have re- 
turned to the Mexican capital since 
the signing of the accord between 
Church and State is Archbishop Fran- 
cisco Orozco Jimenez of Guadalajara, 
who has been accused of directing 
from a mountain hiding place the 
religious rebellion in the State of 
Jalisco. He has been in hiding for 
two and a half years and is said to 
have had a price on his head. 

The Archbishop disclosed today that 
he had had many adventures and 
narrow escapes since he disappeared 
from the public view, but he denied 
that he had directed the guerrilla 
operations of the religious rebels or 
taken any part in their activities. 
The Archbishop is regarded as one 
of the.best Latin scholars in Spanish 
America, 

“The arrangement [the Church- 
State accord] seems to me very 
prudent and in a most convenient 
form,’ said Mgr. Jimenez, ‘‘and with 
adequate guarantees, since i, Mh 
made by such high parties as Pres- 
ident Portes Gil and Archbishop Ruiz 
y Flores. They are very competent 
men to have solved such a complex 
and difficult question. 

“I categorically deny that I took 
even the slightest part in the armed 
movement in Jalisco, despite charges 
in newspapers that I directed this 
movement.”’ 

Mer. Jimenez, who is one of the 
best known prelates in Mexico, is 
about 60 years old and of striking 
appearance. He is blond and blue- 
eyed. He declared that he went into 
hiding because he was summoned 
to appear before government agents, 
but he preferred to disappear rather 
than submit to this summons, which, 
he said, he considered an infringe- 
ment of his rights. 

The prelate said the charges of 
being a leader in the religious rebel- 
lion were utterly without foundation 
and that they originated in newspa- 
pers that desired to injure him. 

Mgr. Jimenez said he had been the 
object of several manhunts by the 
military and police. He told of 
Spending three months on an hacien- 
da at Ixtahuaca, in the State of Ja- 
lisco, going thence to the village of 
San Cristobal de la Barranca, Ja- 
lisco, near the border of the State 
of. Zacatecas. Six weeks ago he re- 
turned to Guadalajara, where he re- 
mained hidden until the religious 
question was settled. 

The Archbishop said that once, 
while hiding on a ranch near San 
Cristobal, at least 1,000 troons came 
to the place and made an otherwise 
complete search, but overlooked a 
farm laborer’s hut in which he was 
hiding. He remained there until the 
troopers. withdrew. He declared 
that while he was in hiding he was 
in frequent communication by maii 
with the Pope.

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MISS GENTRY OFF AGAIN 
ON ENDURANCE FLIGHT 


Starts From Roosevelt Field in 
The Answer—Refueling Plane 
Coming From Hartford. 


Miss Viola Gentry, former holder of 
the unofficial woman’s endurance 
flight record, and Jack Ashcroft 
took off from Roosevelt Field at 
8:49 o’clock last night in Miss Gen- 
try’s second attempt within a week 
to break the world’s refueling dura- 
tion record. A large crowd, out to 
see the Three Musketeers aloft on a 
similar attempt, witnessed the take- 
off in the light Cabin-air biplane, 
The Answer, in which on June 21 
Miss Gentry and Charles Parkhurst 
failed because of inability to estab- 
lish refueling contact. 


‘‘We’ll stay up as long as we can,”’ 
Miss Gentry said just before the 
flight. Her plane will be refueled by 
a Standard biplane piloted by Paul 
Dixon of Hartford, Conn., and with 
Clyde Kincaid,’ also of Hartford, 
aboard. The ship is now at Hart- 
ford, but is expected to arrive at 
Roosevelt Field this morning. 

The Gentry plane, with a Warner 
110-horsepower engine and carrying 
116 gallons of gas, can, its occupants 
said, stay up twenty hours before 
its first refueling. Dixon will feed 
it fifty gallons in the first refueling. 
Miss Gentry took with her one quart 
of coffee, two quarts of water, two 
lettuce and tomato sandwiches and 
two ham sandwiches. 

Just before the take-off a note was 
dropped from the Three Musketeers 
by Mrs. Marguerite Jensen, wife of

Mayor Walker receives a legacy of 
$10,000 in cash under the will of his 
uncle, Patrick J. Roon, which was 
entered for probate yesterday in Sur- 
rogate’s Court. The Mayor had 
visited his uncle daily during the two 
weeks preceding his death on May 23. 

Similar bequests gre made to the 
Mayor’s brothers, Dr. William H. 
Walker of 103 Park Avenue, official 
physician of the State Boxing Com- 
mission, and George F. Walker of 
911 Walton Avenue, the Bronx. Dr. 
Walker also gets one-fifth of the 
residuary estate and George F. 
Walker receives a half interest in a 
leasehold on the property at 16-18 
Tenth Avenue. ; 

The testator’s widow, Mary L. 
Roon, is the chief beneficiary, receiv- 
ing $50,000 in par value New York 
City bonds, with the request that she 
retain them as a permanent invest- 
ment, ten and one-half shares in 92 
Morningside Avenue, Inc., the cor- 
poration owning the Roon residence 
at that address; stock in the Park- 
way View Corporation, seven lots in 
Bronxville Manor, N. Y., and a fifth 
of the residue. : 

To each of his three sisters, Mr. 
Roon bequeathed $10,500, a fifth of 
the residue and equal shares in the 
premises at 74 Perry Street and 661 
Washington Street. The sisters, who 
live at the Perry Street address, are 
Katherine M., Mary and Anastasia 
Roon. ; 

Nan Walker Burke, a niece, of 
1,329 Lexington Avenue, gets $20,000 


and the remaining half interest in| 


the Tenth Avenue leasehold. 


Legacies of $1,000 each pass to the |

The widow and Dr. Walker are 
named executors in the will, which 
was executed March 18. The petition 
for probate places no value on the 
estate beyond the formal ‘‘more than 
$10,000.’’

Samuel Wallach, president and di- 
rector of Wallach Brothers, clothiers. 
left most of his property to his 


daughter, Mrs. Beatrice F. Gaines, 
and his son, Irving S. Wallach, both 
of 310 West Eighty-sixth Street, by 
the terms of his will, filed yesterday 
for probate. They share equally in 
the residuary estate, estimated at 
about $300,000, and in the income 
from real estate at 2,248-50 Third 
Avenue and at 177-79-81 East 122d 
Street. 

The testament, dated Dec. 1, 1927, 
directs the executors and trustees 
not to sell the real estate during the 
lives of the two children unless it 
becomes ‘‘absolutely necessary.’’

The text of John F. Hylan’s speech 
accepting his nomination for Mayor

slimy trail of waste, recklessness 
and corruption unparalleled since 
| the days of Tweed permeates al- 


most every department and bu- 
reau. 


Calls “The Disreputable Roll.’ 


Let us but partially call the dis- 
reputable roll. There is the street 
cleaning department scandal, the 
Queens sewer’ of nauseous mem- 
} ory, the Department of Health, 
| with its embalmed beef and 


| ancient dairy, the Department of 

Markets and its petty graft on a 
| wholesale scale from poor push- 

cart peddlers, the Brooklyn ash 
removal scandal, the irrezularities 
in the County Clerk’s office, the 
City Trust scandal and its politi- 
cal ramifications. I could keep you 
| here all night with a discussicn of 
the details. But the people will 
make short work of the whole 
business when once they get a 
chance on Nov. 5, next. 

While the city treasury was being 
looted of millions, the Mayor was 
dawdling away his time in non-

sense and frivolity. The people by 
their ballots cannot endow a public 
official with brains or ability, but 
the least they have a right to ex- 
pect is a mayor who sticks to his 
job. You can’t keep your eyes on 
the City Hall desk from Holly- 
wood or the wilds of Broadway. 
Those places have too many di- 
verting attractions. 

From the very founding of our 
‘city to 1925, the assessed valuation 
of all taxable property was less 
than twelve billion dollars. In four 
years time the present administra- 
tion artificially increased this 
valuation to approximately seven- 
teen billion dollars, an increase of 
42 per cent. On the basis of this 
inflated valuation, increased taxes 
have been extorted from helpless 
property-owners. This painful proc- 
ess of legal robbery was rendered 
possible by the clever anesthetic 
of a slightly lower tax rate based 
on this inflated valuation. So, 
while the tax rate was lowered 
11 cents, you are paying more in 
taxes on the inflated value of your 
property. It’s a clever trick, but 
so transparent that the people are 
now getting wise to this little 
game. 


Increase in the City Debt. 


Because of this inflated valuation 
the city’s borrowing capacity, es- 
tablished by law to 10 per cent of 
the taxable property, was thereby 


tremendously increased. The poli- 
ticians were ouick to take advan- 
tage of it. In four years time the 
city debt has increased $314,000,000. 
When you add together the in- 
crease in the city’s budget and the 
increase in the city’s debt, and 
when you consider that the -pres- 
ent administration has done prac- 
tically nothing in the way of 
major public improvements to 
show for all this money, you will 
agree with me that never did this 
city pass through an orgy of more 
riotous extravagance than during 
the present administration. 

Some people were surprised when 
I stated that an independent City 
Administration free from _ dicta- 
torial political control could save 
the city $50,000,000 during its first 
year. If I have erred at all it is 
decidedly on the side of conserva- 
tism. To all acquainted with the 
record, the facts speak for them- 
selves. The people are getting 
onto the fact that while their at- 
tention was being diverted by the 
wise-cracking antics of a tailor- 
made Mayor their pockets were 
being quietly picked by grafting 
politicians. Instead of getting a 
free show the people are paying 
a heavy admission price through 
the tax-office and the rent col- 
lector. 

Some time ago the present Mayor 
received notice from his party 
bosses that if he was to be re- 
nominated he must try and behave 
himself and at least act like a 
good boy until after the next 
Mayoralty election, and that he 
must show himself more _ fre- 
quently around City Hall than he 
has been accustomed to in the 
past. The réle of play boy has its 
political disadvantages. 

So, after three and a half years 
of shameful neglect of his duties, 
the people have now been treated 
to a veritable shower of public 
improvements, all carefully typed 
on good city paper. Six-hundred- 
million-dollar east side subways, 
hundred - million - dollar tunnels, 
bridges galore, parks, buildings, 
niers and what not are being 
thrown around helter - skelter, 
strike where they may. The Mayor 
does not even know what it’s all 
about. They haven’t even the in- 
telligence to propose something 
new, but they dig up from the 
archives the blue-prints of public 
improvements mv administration 
had projected. and which would 
now have been practically com- 
pleted if they had not buried them 
in negligence and frivolity. 


“Ignorance of City Affairs.’’ 
Let me give you but a single 
illustration of how appalling is the 
ignorance of city affairs on the 


part of those high in public office. 
This fact alone would forever con- 
demn the present administration in 
the eyes of all thinking men and 
women, and proves conclusively 
that a nimble wit and a clever 
tongue cannot forever hide igno- 
rance of city problems and neglect 
of its business. 

A few weeks ago the newspapers 
displayed on the front page a new 
dock-building project proposed by 
the present administration. To 
those who knew something of the 
city’s affairs it was a most weird 
and startling proposal, one that 
could only come from gorgeous 
vision of a time-serving politician. 

After three and a half years of 
slumber, somebody in the City Ad- 
ministration suddenly woke up to 
the fact that new docks are needed. 
No sooner thought of than done. 
Out came somebody's typewriter 
and the following project was 
reeled off: 

It is proposed to cut out six 
blocks of Manhattan rock between 








Twenty-third and Twenty-ninth 
Streets, Manhattan. In this artifi- 
cial basin, piers over 1,000 feet in 
length will be built so that they 
will not extend too far into the 
Hudson. It is claimed by the 
bright genius who thought. of this 
that otherwise the big ships now 
being constructed in Europe will be 
compelled to dock in Montauk 
Point or in New London, Conn., 
thus endangering this port’s su- 
premacy. 

The whole thing would merely be 
very silly if it were not proposed 
at the same time to spend $23,000,- 
000 on it, and more likely $40,000,- 
000 if it were ever carried through. 
Instead of relieving Manhattan’s 
unbearable traffic congestion, this 
project would add an enormous 
load to it. It would bring the pres- 
ent railroad freight yards now 
occupying those blocks nearer the 
heart of the city. 


Twelve Magnificent Piers. 


But the worst of the matter is 
that this project discloses a most 
shameful ignorance on the part of 
responsible city officials concern- 
ing docking facilities already pos- 


sessed by the city. Nobody seems 
to remember that right here on 
Staten Island, only a stone’s throw 
from the Statue of Liberty, the city 
has already constructed and owns 
twelve of the most magnificent 
piers ever built by the hand of 
man. These piers are ready for 
use. They are large enough to dock 
ships 1,400 feet in length, if such 
monsters are. ever built. They 
won’t have to go to New London 
or Montauk Point or Kalamazoo, 
as the present Mayor fears. 

These piers were constructed 
during my administration at a time 
when the shipping industry was 
booming and facilities were at a 
premium. They are most won- 
derfully situated in a basin where 
there is a mean depth of forty-five 
feet of water, and large ships can 
easily dock at all times, irrespec- 
tive of the tides, thus saving many 
valuable hours. 

All these piers, except one, which 
was to be an open pier, were 
leased to responsible tenants, who 
gave surety bonds for the faithful 
performance of their contracts, at 
a rental sufficient to meet all 
charges and still yield the city a 
good profit. After the collapse of 
the shipping boom following the 
war, these tenants defaulted on 
their leases and I instructed the 
Corporation Counsel to proceed 
against the tenants as well as the 
bondsmen to collect what was due 
the city. 

Meanwhile my term of office ex- 
pired and the present administra- 
tion has done nothing about it, 
thereby causing a loss of millicns 
of dollars to the city. Those mag- 
nificent piers are lying idle, due to 
the present administration’s neg- 
lect. Shipping interests are going 
to other ports because of supposed 
shortage of facilities, and the pri- 
vate shipping monopoly grows fat 
at the expense of the public. 

This is an issue I will stress dur- 
ing the course of the campaign 
and challenge the present adminis- 
tration to defend its policy—if it 
can. 

Moral Conditions in the City. 

The moral conditions in the city 
are a disgrace to our people. The 
town is wide open. Vice never 
was more rampant. This is chiefly 
due to a terrific let-down in the 
moral tone emanating from Gity 
Hall. Decent men and women of 
New York have a right to demand 
of high public officials that their 
public life, at least outwardly, fit- 
tingly portray the moral level of the 
people whom they are supposed to 
represent. We must set before our 
boys and girls an inspiring, rather 
than a demoralizing example. That 
is one of the penalties of high pub- 
lic office, and a man who cannot 
meet its requirements has no place 
in nublic life. 

The police force under the pres- 
ent administration became com- 
pletely demoralized. The present 
commissioner is absolutely out of 
his element. He does not belong 
at the head of such an important 
department, requiring the trained 
abilities of one who knows criminals 
and how to circumvent them. The 
police heads are the lauzhine-stock 
of the underworld, due to their in- 
competence. 

The Rothstein murder, which the 
commissioner was supposed to 
clear up, remains as much a mys- 
tery as ever. It will remain a mys- 
tery so long as the present admin- 
istration is in power. They cannot 
afford to let the truth be known. 
Too many politicians high in the 
councils of the administration were 
involved with Rothstein in his 
criminal enterprises. The Roth- | 
stein case assumes such large pro- 
portions because of this fact. The 
recent disclosures in the City Trust 
Company looting show how inti- 
mately crooked politics is inter- 
woven in all forms of illegal enter- 
prises. 

The present Mayor himself will 
have much to answer for during

the course of the campai about 
his connections with the Equitable 
Bus Company franchise. Through 


means of this unfair franchise the 
people were to be mulcted of mil- 
lions, and the politicians would 
have gotten away with it had this 
scheme not been exposed by a for- 
mer official of my administration. 


‘Present Clique Drunk With Power.’ 


The present clique now in con- 
trol of City Hall are drunk with 
power, and they think they can get 
away with it for four more years 
because of the strength of the 
great political party which they 
disgrace. As long as one small 
group feels that it is safe in con- 
trol of the city, reckless greed and 


stupid corruption will maintain un- 
bridled sway. But this group will 
receive a rude awakening in No- 
vember next. Independent men and 
women of both parties are going 
to make themselves felt as never 
before. New York is about due for 
a general political housecleaning, 
and we are going to set about the 
job right now. 

Later in the campaign in a for- 
mal speech of acceptance I will 
outline the constructive and pro- 
gressive measures which I will pro- 
pose to the judgment of the voters 
of our city. Our movement is 
something more than a mere anti- 
movement.. We are not only op- 
posed to the present administra- 
tion for the things they have done 
but even more so for the things 
they have failed to do. 

If we are placed in power, we 
will reorganize the departments of 
the City Government into more ef- 
fective agencies of municipal ad- 
ministration. Millions of dollars 
now going to waste because of 
senseless duplication, overlapping 
activities and useless jobs will be 
saved to the taxpayers. An ad- 
ministration startling in its effi- 
ciency and economy will be estab- 
lished, because we will be free 
from underground political al- 
liances and political pull. 

We will establish a department 
of commerce and industry for the 
protection aud advancement of our 
business interests and the millions 
of our people dependent on them 
for a livelihood.

We will tackle the housing prob- 
lem in accord with enlightened 


public opinion and the great pow- 
ers now vested in the city by the 
recent amendment to the State Con- 
stitution. This housing problem will 
be carried out in cooperation with 
the building industry, the financial 
and banking interests and the great 
philanthropists who have engaged 
themselves toward the solution of 
this great social need. 

We will reorganize and extend 
the city hospitals and instill a new 
spirit of public service in their up- 
eration. We will try to make them 
so that the people will have re 
course to them «-ithout the stigma 
of charity thet now attaches to 
them. It will no more be a badge 
of social inferiority to go to a pu 
lic hospital than to go to a public 
school. 

We will endeavor all along the 
line to instill a new spirit in the 
public service, often so sluggish 
and negligent because of old-time 
political pull or privilege. We will 
nail to the masthead of the City 
Hall the slogan ‘‘The Public Be 
Served’’ and compel public servants 
to discharge their duties courte- 
ously and with dispatch. 

Early in the year I signified my 
willingness to step aside for a can- 
didate able by reason of his prac- 
tical experience to carry on the 
fight more successfully. No such 
man has offered his services to the 
people. 

In accord with the advice of nu- 
merous friends throughout’ the 
city, I have yielded to their judg- 
ment and assume the leadership in 
the fight for clean and honest 
government. I call upon all men 
and women, irrespective of party 
affiliations, to support us in this 


struggle. 

With the united support of 
all anti-graft and anti-corruption 
forces who believe in honesty, sin- 
cerity and decency in government, 
who want my name to go on the 
ballot and will stand behind me, 
my name will stay there, regard- 
less of whether I receive the en- 
dorsement of any other party or 
group, until the votes are counted 
on election day.

The former champion had denied 
earlier in the day that he owned the 
trunk or that he even knew its con- 
tents. He had explained that the 
wardrobe trunk had been put in his 
100m several months ago without his 
knowledge. He had never tried to 
trace its ownership nor had he asked 
the hotel management to dispose of 
at, according to Mr. Whalen’s version 
of his explanation. 

Detectives went to the hotel last 
night and after much _ difficulty 
opened the trunk. 

“In addition to the pistol,’’ said the 
commissioner, ‘‘we found a letter 
from the manufacturers of the gun. 
It was addressed to Wilson and gave 
him instructions on the care and the 
use of the weapon. We also found a 
number of documents which we are 
confident will’ prove to be of great 
value to us in our investigation. 

“‘As to Wilson’s statement that he 
had never looked into the trunk, we 
found considerable mail addressed to 
him and bearing postmarks of recent 
dates. Wilson will be called upon to 
explain a number of things.’’ 

Mr. Whalen denied that the police 
had located the automobile used to 
take Marlow from a restaurant, just 
off Broadway in the midtown sec- 
tion, to his death spot in Queens. It 
had been reported that the sedan had 
been found and that it has borne a 
Massachusetts license plate. The 
Commissioner also denied reports 
that the detectives were looking for 
a man known as ‘‘Jimmy Chiminez.’”’ 

Before the disclosure of the pistol 
among Wilson’s effects—and it was 
reported from Boston that the for- 
mer fighter had a permit to carry 
one several weeks ago—Mr. Whalen 
has displayed gratification in dis- 
closing that Wilson had begun te 
“talk.” 

What the hump-shouldered fighter 
had said remained a secret. But 
when he made his statements ac- 
tivity at headquarters increased and 
some of the detectives lost a meas- 
ure of their harassed expressions. 


Rocco Found in Boston. 


Despite all of the intensive work 
and the dawning optimism which 
came into ‘eing with the reported 
‘talking’? of Wilson, only one per- 
son, aside from the five with the 
status of witness, came into the 
hands of the police during the day. 
This was Michael Pocco, bearer of 


* the sobriquet of “Mickey the Wise 


Guy,’’? who was held in a Boston 
prison but later released. 

The knowing one, acquitted of 
murder last year, a figure on the rim 
of prize fighting and of numerous 
rackets, was booked as a suspicious 
person. New York detectives in 
Boston sought frankly to put the 
murder of Marlow on Rocco, who 
has been known as one of the dead 
man’s friends. 

Rocco, found in a barber’s chair, 
took his detention calmly. He sub- 
mitted an alibi which sought to 
demonstrate that he had been in 
Boston at the murder hour. Detec- 
tives were sent out last night to test 
the alibi which Rocco recited, only 
after the Boston police had agreed 
to his demand that his attorney be 
present. The alibi stood up and 
Rocco walked out of jail. 

Reports that the murder may have 
been the outcome of a deal in pugil- 
ism gained ground steadily. Before 


pg ed hei os by —— 
on Rocco they telegraphed headquar- 
ters asking that ring figures be 
taken into custody for questioning. 
The men sought were Bertazzalo, 
and his trainer, Phil Buccolo. 

It was understood that the ques- 
tioning of the fighter and the trainer 
would hinge on Bertazzalo’s bout 
with Jim Maloney in the Boston Gar 
den last month. The two men were 
reported last nignt to be at_ the 
Schmeling-Paulino fight in the Yan- 
kee Stadium. 

The commissioner began his day 
on the case with a trip to Long Island 
City for a conference with Queens 
District Attorney Richard 8S. New- 
combe. The commissioner was ac- 
companied by Deputy Chief Inspec- 
tor Edward S. Mulrooney, Inspector 
John J. Sullivan and Inspector John 
Gallagher. Before the conference be- 
gan, Mr. Whalen said he planned to 
give Mr. Newcombe a résumé of the 
investigation and to discuss the 
standing of the five persons held in 
$50,000 bail each as material wit- 
nesses. 

The witnesses are Edward J. Lewis, 
alias ‘‘Boston Louie’; Ignatius Cop- 

a, owner of the restaurant where 

arlow dined before entering an au- 
tomobile to ride to his death; Miss 
Mary Seiden, known as ‘‘Mickey of 
the Rendezvous,’’ a night club in 
which the murdered man once had 
an interest; Al Seigel, a Coney Island 
dance instructor, and Wilson. 


Series of Raids to Be Made. 


The Commissioner said he would 
carry through his plan to round up 
the questionable characters of Broad- 
way. Police raids, scheduled to start 
perhaps tonight, will have as targets 
certain hotels, speakeasies and hide- 
away restaurants. 

‘We're going to round all those 
fellows up,’’ said the commissioner, 
“and make them give an account of 
themselves. If they can’t talk about 
the Marlow murder, we'll make them 
talk about themselves.’’ 

After he had complimented Mr. 
Newcombe on his cooperation, and 
the District Attorney had returned 
the compliment, Mr. Whalen an- 
nounced that a decision had been 
taken to bring the five witnesses 
once again to headquarters for ex- 


amination. Word, he_ said, had 
reached him that Wilson had 
‘‘talked.’’ 


When he arrived at headquarters 
Mr. Whalen was asked about this. 

“Wilson has talked,’’ he admitted, 
“and he has told some interesting 
things. We have decided to bring 
them all down here. They haven't 
told the whole story and we are g0- 
ing to insist that they do so. 

‘“‘We know the identities of the two 
men who walked up to Marlow when 
he left Coppa’s restaurant, La Ta- 
vernelle, and started with them on 
the ride that ended with his death. 
I do not care to say any more about 
the two men at this time, beyond 
saying that we have two suspects 
whom we are trying to reach.’’ 

He was asked if the two men who 
strode up to Marlow outside the res- 
taurant were the two ‘‘suspects.”’ 

“Well,’? he said, ‘‘all I will say 
about the two suspects is that they 
were not far away at the time.” 

Mr. Whalen then turned and di- 
rected that the witnesses be brought 
in. Wilson, accompanied by Lieuten- 
ant Richard Oliver, was the first in. 
He had been confined in the Tombs. 
Wilson, who was smoking a cigar— 
that is, he was holding a lighted 
cigar in his hand, but not violating 
the commissioner’s order against 
smoking in headquarters—appeared 
unconcerned. 


Four Questioned Singly. 


Seigel, Lewis, Coppa and the girl 
followed in turn. They were ques- 
tioned singly for two hours. 

‘‘We are making progress,’”’ said 
Mr. Whalen, after the witnesses had 
been sent back to their separate 
jails, ‘‘and I have arranged for fifty 
men to be at the fight tonight. I 
shall also be there. We are going 
to look for some persons that might 
drop in to pay us a visit tonight. 

“In addition we expect to open a 
trunk which has been found in Wil- 
son’s room in the Hotel Manger. 
There may be nothing in the trunk 
and there may be something valu- 
able to us in our investigation. At 
any rate the circumstances _ sur- 
rounding the trunk are unusual. 

‘“‘Members of the strong arm squad 
assigned to the case learned of the 
trunk, which is of the wardrobe type. 
When we asked Wilson about it he 
said that it did not belong to nim 
and that he had no idea who owned 
it. He said that it had been de- 
posited in his room in his absence 
several months ago, and that he had 
never bothered to have it moved or 
opened. He had pushed it over once 
to determine if it were filled, and 
he told us that it appeared to be 
light. 

“At the fight tonight we hope to 
question any one who may have had 
business dealings with Marlow. We 
have the names of several, includin, 
a Boston fight promoter. Severa 





of the persons we were looking. for 
in Boston have disappeared and it 
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is just possible that they may turn 
up at the bout. 

“‘We have had wonderful assistance 
in checking up telephone calls be- 
tween members of the group we are 
investigating. The calls as a rule 
were between this city and Boston. 
The call records of the company 
have been maintained at a high pitch 
of.efficiency and we have been aided 
a great deal by this circumstance,”’

A conflict in witnesses’ stories 
which needed straightening out, said 
the commissioner, had risen out of 
events at the Victoria Hotel, where 
Marlow had a room. When word of 
the murder reached the police they 
went to the hotel. They said that 
Detective Hussey of the hotel staff 
told them that he had found Miss 
Seiden in Marlow’s room. 

The door had been ajar, Hussey 
said, and he had ordered the gist to 
leave. Mr. Whalen said that during 
the hours when the girl apparently 
was in the room, Lewis and Seigel 
said they had tried vainly to get a 
telephone response from the room. 
The two men, the commissioner 
said, went to the room and knocked 
Marg f on the door. Mr. Whalen 
said that the detective had found no 
record of the calls which Seigel and 
Lewis said they had made. 

An effort to win freedom for all 
but Coppa will be made today by J. 
Arthur Adler of 151 West Fortieth 
Street, retained as attorney by Lewis 
on Wednesday. Orders to show cause 
on writs of habeas corpus, obtained 
by Adler, were served late yester- 
day on District Attorney Newcombe. 

Argument in the case of Lewis and 
Seigel will be heard by Supreme 
Court Justice Leander B. Faber in 
special term of the Brooklyn §Su- 
preme Court at noon. The writs in 
behalf of Wilson and Miss Seiden 
are returnable before a Manhattan 
Supreme Court justice at 4 P. M. 

hen news of the release of Rocco 
reached headquarters last night, it 
was disclosed that he had been the 
sixth man eliminated in a list of 
Boston men, whom the New York 
detectives had thought might shed 
light on Marlow’s death. Rocco, 
who has been arrested nine times 
since 1916, greeted the detectives 
cheerily when they found him well 
lathered in the barber’s chair. 

“I was in Boston Monday night 





when they ‘tabbed’ Marlow,’’ he said. 
‘What the hell do they want me for? 
Do they want to make an Al Capone 
out of me?’’ 

A curious development last night 
in the checkover of the movements 
of Seigel and Lewis before their ar- 
rest as witnesses dealt with their 
stay at the Half-Moon Hotel. at 
Coney Island.

COKE OVEN TRANSFER 
SOUGHT IN BROOKLYN 


Union Gas Company Asks Service 
Board to Permit $17,000,000 
Sale to Koppers Group. 





Representatives of the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company and the Brook- 
lyn Coke and By-Products Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Koppers 
Coke Company, appeared before the 
Public Service Commission yester- 
day seeking permission to transfer a 


coke oven owned by the gas com- 
pany to the coke concern, which 
built it. The latter a, is will- 
ing to pay the cost of the oven, 
— was said to be about $17,000,- 


An agreement made last Fall be- 


tween the two companies provides 
that if the transfer is permitted the 
coke coneern shall sell to the gas 
company coke \and\gas for twenty- 
five years. The gas is to be sold 
at 36 cents per thousand cubic feet 
for the first 25,000,000 cubic feet de- 
livered each day for five years and 
for each succeeding 5,000,000 cubic 
feet the price is to run as low as 
30 cents per thousand. 

It was stated that it costs the 
Brooklyn Union company 45 cents 
per thousand cubic feet to manufac- 
ture gas and that the agreement with 
the By-Products Corporation would 
be to its financial advantage be- 
cause the gas delivered to it would 
only cost an additional 2% cents per 
thousand cubic feet to put it in con- 
dition to serve to the public. 

M. M. Fertig, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, opposed the transfer 
on the ground that the Koppers com- 
pany and affiliated companies con- 
trolled 23% per cent of the stock of 





the company. He also saw «| 
possible burden to consumers in a 
fixed contract over a long period. 

James H. Jourdan, president of 
the Brooklyn Union company, ad- 
mitted that Koppers had sufficient 
interest in the company to influence 
the action of its board of directors, 
but that this influence had not been 
used in the matter of the transfer of 
the coke oven. 

William Merrifield, the commis- 
sion’s gas engineer, said that the 
average daily supply of gas needed 
by the Brooklyn Union mpany to 
meet the demands upon it was aboui 
60,000,000 cubic feet. The hearing 
will be continued on July 11.

As a contender for the unclaimed 
world’s heavyweight championship 
title, Paulino, the powerful son of 
the Pyrenees, this morning is but a 
memory. A game, gallant, sturdy 
fighting man of the ring, but a mem- 
ory for all that. 

Last night in the ring at the Yan- 
kee Stadium, Max Schmeling, 23- 
year-old fighter from Germany, 
battered and pounded the _ rock- 
ribbed, steel-jawed Spaniard through 
fifteen rounds of savage, methodical, 
systematic fighting, which estab- 
lisned Schmeling as a dangerous con- 
tender for Gene Tunney’s discarded 
laurels and won for the German 
thousands of new friends. 

Fighting in the feature of the card 
which was arranged for the Milk 
Fund, Schmeling pounded Paulino so 
thoroughly that awarding him the 
decision at the final bell was a mere 
formality. A crowd of 40,000 saw the 
battle. 


Crowd Acclaims Schmeling. 


Referee Arthur Donovan and 
Judge Lou Magnolia, who is also a 
referee, and Judge Charles F. Mathi- 
son, collaborated in the award. When 
the decision was made known the 
assembled fans, representing every 
walk of life in a cosmopolitan gath- 
ering, stood up, and the shrill cheers 
of women mingled with the shouts 
of men in acclaim for the victor and 


admiration for a badly beaten loser. 

The show suffered in its competi- 
tive appeal as compared to other and 
less important heavyweight matches 
and heavyweight battles of greater 
importance which have gone before 
it. But it eliminated one from the 
running in the chase for the un- 
claimed heavyweight title, and that 
r pormething for which to be thank- 
ul. 

_ This battle of heavyweights real- 
ized a gate estimated at $450,000, of 
which the Milk Fund is assured 
about 40 per cent. This means the 
fund will receive in the neighborhood 
of $180,000: The two fighters signed 
contracts calling for each to receive 
20 per cent. Another 20 per cent, it 
was estimated, would cover the other 
expenses. 

Now Schmeling will go on to fight 
Jack Sharkey in September, right 
here in New York, if the match can 
be arranged despite the complicated 
situation involving the management 
of the German, or in Windsor, Ont. 
Or Schmeling may be held in reserve 
for another stellar heavyweight at- 
traction in the Southland, a battle 
with Jack Dempsey in Miami if the 
former heavyweight champion de- 
cides to come back to the ring. 


Ready for Sharkey or Dempsey. 


Schmeling is ready for either 
Sharkey or Dempsey. On his per- 
formance last night he is established 
as one of the.best heavyweights we 
have around right now, and the best 
foreign heavyweight to invade Amer- 
ica in years. 

For such an important bout in such 
a distinguished setting this battle 
of Schmeling and Paulino was dis- 
appointing. It lacked the spectacular, 
pulse-throbbing moments of excite- 
ment ordinarily associated with 
heavyweight ring encounters. 

Schmeling, the lad who looks like 
Dempsey, didn’t fight like Dempsey. 
He fought like an altogether differ- 
ent man and was a reminder of the 
once great man only in one respect— 
We stood up under the best blows 
Paulino could shoot in his awkward 
‘way to the body or to the head, and 
never gave any indication of weak- 
ening or wilting. 

But there was none of the 
shuffling, little if any of the shift- 
ing which are the characteristics 
Schmeling has copied from the man 
his style is patterned after. For 
Schmeling had no need to bring into 
play any of these characteristics, 
even if he could. 


Schmeling 7-5 Favorite. 


Schmeling simply overcame Pau- 
lino, supposedly the stronger man, 
and proved himself’a good all-around 
fighter. Paulino entered the ring the 
underdog in the betting, for those 
who wagered on fights made Schmel- 
ing the favorite at odds of 7 to 5 at 
ring time. ‘ 

Paulino started the fight with only 
his superhuman strength as his best 
qualification, and he finished the 
battle with this qualification sadly 
impaired, although it was the only 
element at his command which. kept 
him on his feet for the full fifteen 
rounds. 

But he was a sadly battered, war- 
torn, weary Spaniard at the finish. 
Blood gushed from bruised and bat- 
tered lips, from a nose that was 
pounded out of shape, and from 2 
cut over the left eye which blinded 
the Basque woodchopper.' His body 
was sore and his mind was weary 
He looked the beaten gladiator that 
he was. | 

And he must have felt it, though 
he smiled grimly, if a bit sadly, 
through his pained lips when 
Schmeling’s hand was raised aloft 
in victory, and the German iad 
leaped happily across the ring to 
embrace first Announcer Joe. Hum- 
phries and then Paulino.

But there was not a mark on the 
German to show he had been in a 
battle, and when he left the Stadium 
for his hotel Schmeling was as fresh 
as the proverbial daisy. One hurt, 
Schmeling claimed, was a concealed 
one. 

Manager Joe Jacobs announced 
that Schmeling injured his right 
hand in the fifth round and suffered 
_ through the battle when he hit 

aulino with the hand, which was 
often. It is reasonable to suppose 
that but for this injury Schmeling 
would have startled the world with a 
knockout of Paulino, an accomplish- 
ment which has not yet been re- 
corded. 

As it was, Paulino was enabled to 
maintain his claim of never having 
been knocked off his feet for a count, 
although about everything else that 
could happen to him did. 


Weathers Body Punches. 


In his victory Schmeling satisfied 
onlookers on the only point in his 
fighting makeup about which there 
was question before the battle. He 
can stand up under body punching 
and he does not collapse under a 
drive to the jaw. Paulino hit him 
seldom with solid smashes to the 
body or to the jaw, but there were 
lashes by the Spaniard which car- 
ried power and sting, and Schmel- 
ing’s only reaction was to rebound 
to the attack with a spray of left 
leads which blinded and befuddled 
the stodgy Basque. 

In speed, boxing ability, hitting ac- 
curacy and sustained pace there was 
no comparison between the German 
and the Spaniard, so great was 
Schmeling’s superiority in these de- 
partments. And it was this su- 
periority which won the battle for 
Schmeling in a one-sided, lack-luster 
battle which at times taxed the pa- 
tience of the onlookers to the point 
of derisive shouts. 

Schmeling fought a different fight 
than had been expected. It was an- 
ticipated in advance he would stand 
off and box about the Basque in an 
attempt to tire Paulino for a possible 
knockout. But instead Schmeling 
fought a battle along Paulino’s style 
and hed the satisfaction of beating 
the Spaniard at his own game, an 
accomplishment which emphasized 
the ring qualifications of the German 
lad. 


Wages Continuous Attack. 


For eleven of fifteen rounds 
Schmeling tantalized and annoyed 
Paulino with pecking left jabs or 
hooks, and battered and pounded the 
Spaniard with snappy, jolting, pow- 
erful lefts and rights to the face, 


head and body. 

Winning eleven rounds gave Schmel- 
ing a margin on points which could 
only have been improved upon by a 
knockout. In comparison the work 
of Paulino was pitiful, although it 
commanded admiration for its demon- 
stration of the application of dogged 
courage under discouraging, dis- 
heartening conditions. 

Paulino won only two rounds, the 
third and the eighth, in which he 
rallied strongly as Schmeling slowed 
up for spells. In the second and in 
the fourth rounds the action was 
slow and the honors were about even, 
but in every other one of the remain- 
ing eleven rounds Schmeling demon- 
strated his superiority beyond perad- 
venture. 

For nine rounds there was little to 
the battle to excite the fans. As a 
consequence the early stages of 
the contest produced dissatisfaction 
among the onlookers. 


Boxers Fight Toe to Toe. 


Bent low, the men fought head to 
head, toe to toe, give and take, in 
an awkward, desultory, unexciting 
exhibition which fell short of expec- 
tations. Schmeling would jab his left 
in successive blows, which were 
more annoying than painful, to the 
face, and then would dodge under a 
left lead by Paulino and going close 
eden his body with folded arms as 

ulino sought to batter the mid- 
section. 

Paulino, woefully lacking 
knowledge in boxing, came at his 
rival in a bull-like rush, with his 
arms twisted around his face like a 
mask, which Schmelin enetrated 
and overcame with left jabs, and, 
getting close, would wrestle and maul 
his rival, occasionally driving a pow- 
erful left or a vicious right to the 
body or to the ribs. 

The crowd manifested its displeas- 
ure in a storm of boos early and 
this storm broke out intermittently 
thereafter as the bout progressed 
through nine rounds. 

Schmeling took the first because 
his boxing was superor. The second 
was even and lacking in action. The 
third went to Paulino because, 
though he missed many | Aeros the 
Spaniard carried the offensive and 
out-punched. his foe, once hooking 
two lefts and a right to the jaw 
with alarming effect. 


Fourth Round Is Even. 

The fourth was quiet and even, 
but the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds went to Schmeling, who be- 
gan to spray Paulino with lefts and 
rights in successive punching forays 
that had the Spaniard bewildered. 

In the fifth chapter Schmeling

jaw in one outburst, and his lefts 
drew the blood from Paulino’s nose. 
The Spaniard, on the other hand, 
missed awkwardly with left hooks 
and was practically helpless against 
the defense of Schmeling at close 
quarters. Paul‘no, desperate, was 
wild in the seventh and ‘WwW a warn- 
in for erratic punching; a warning, 
incidentally, which was repeated in 
the thirteenth session, when Paulino 
was blinded, furious, and helpless.

This was Paulino’s greatest round 
and the last round of the battle he 
won, for after that the Spaniard was 
transformed into a chopping. block 
for the punches.of his.German rival. 


Schmeling Weakens Rival. 


Shaking Paulino in the ninth with 
a right to the jaw, a combination 
left hook to the body and a succes- 
sion of short, snappy, jolting right 
and left uppercuts to the face and 
chin, Schmeling weakened his rival 
so that the tenth found Paulino an 
open target. 

He was desperate under the pun- 
ishing punches of his adversary and 
forgot about his impenetrable guard 
of folded arms about the face. 
Furious under the pitiless fire, Pau- 
lino became a charging madman with 
an uncontrollable desire to effect the 
destruction of his tormentor, but 
lacking the means whereby to put 
this desire into execution. 

He ripped and he slashed, and he 
in turn was battered and pounded 
by a remarkably cool, collected, 
methodical fighter. ; 

In the tenth round Schmeling 
landed repeatedly through his foe’s 
faulty defense with sharp rights to 
the jaw which shook Paulino and 
stung and cut him. Three times in 
succession Schmeling drove his right 
home in one outburst, and all 
Paulino could do was try to get close 
to pound home a left or a right 
against the protecting arms Schmel- 
ing threw about his body. 

The competitive element left the 
battle here, for through the eleventh, 
twelfth and thirteenth rounds Schmel- 
ing pounded his rival to a pulp, hit- 
ting Paulino where he willed, while 
Paulino’s resistance weakened and 
he approached the breaking point. 


Paulino Battles Gamely. 


Under the fire he faced, however, 
Paulino gave a wonderfully game, 





courageous exhibition. Blinded by 
his foe’s fists and by a flow of blood | 


from a nasty gash over the left eye, | 
Paulino flayed away willingly, if al-| 
most altogether wildly. 

The fourteenth round brought the 
most dramatic moment of the battle 
and almost brought the downfall of 
Paulino. Belted and flayed in a bitter 
punching orgy which Schmeling 
launched with the beginning of the 
round, Paulino was helpless and 
weary as the bell approached bring- 
ing a merciful conclusion. But 
Schmeling gave his foe no quarter. 

Pounding and pecking, ever on the 
move, always alert, Schmeling 
chased his rival about the ring until 
he cornered him in the Spaniard’s 
own corner. And there Schmeling 
rocked and staggered the crimson- 
flecked hulk that opposed him, 
almost sending him down under a 
vicious shower of lefts and rights 
driven true and sharp and power- 
fully to the jaw and face. 

The bell clanged at the end of the 
round and_ still Schmeling kept 
punching. In the tumult of the 
crowd, aroused by his fighting fury, 
Schmeling did not hear the gong 
and he kept punching away, and 
Paulino began to punch in despera- 
tion and defense. 


Referee Parts Principals. 
Referee Donovan finally parted 
them and sent Schmeling across the 
ring to his corner. 
In the fifteenth round Paulino was 


merely a punching bag for the Ger- 
man, who hit his rival when and 
where he pleased in a final tirade of 
punching which had the crowd yell- 


| ing wild encouragement for a knock- 


out as a climax and forced Paulino 
to an exhibition of gameness under 
fire which may have been equaled 
but seldom, if ever, has been ex- 
celled. 

Blinded and stung by Schmeling’s 
furious blows, Paulino never stopped 
lunging at his foe and trying to con- 
nect with one solid, effective smash 
which would pull victory out of de- 


feat. 

Of him it can truly be said that the 
spirit was willing but the flesh was 
weak, for he kept pegging punches, 
desperately but aimlessly, against a 
superior foe and in the face of a bit- 
ing, punishing attack, right up to 
the time the final bell endéd hostili- 
ties. 


Von Porat Scores Knockout. 


Otto Von Porat, Chicago’s Norwe- 
gain heavyweight, knocked out 
Meyer (K. O.) Christner, Akron vet- 


eran, in the ninth round of the semi- 
final scheduled for.ten rounds. Von

The Mackmen have won seven of 
the eleven games they have played 
with the Yanks thus far, one more 
than they were able to yank away 
from the champions all last year, 
and the triumph today was as sharp 
and decisive as the other six. 


Two Homers by Yanks. 


Waite Hoyt, ace of the Yankee

PLAN RULES T0 STOP 
LATE REGATTA START 


Would Disqualify Latecomers 
at Poughkeepsie Crew Races 
in the Future. 








'MAY CURB COXSWAINS ALSO 





Limitation Likely to Be Placed on 
Number of Times They May Ask 
Delay at the Start.

As the reaction to the Poughkeep- 
sie varsity race of Monday, when 
Columbia’s crew scored such a bril- 
liant victory over the greatest field 
ever assembled for the Intercollegiate 
Rowing Association regatta, there 
is the pretty definite feeling that 
rules will be made before the next 
race designed to work against the 
repetition of Monday’s late start. 
There has not been any formal 


meeting of the board of stewards 
of the regatta and there will be none 


in the near future, but informal dis- 
cussion among several of the mem- 
bers has discovered a strong senti- 
ment leaning toward some sort of 


rule that might aid in getting the 
race off on time. 
There has been no disposition to 


the late start, which was more or 
less responsible for the swamping 
of four crews before the finish, but. 
it is agreed that everything possible 
to prevent repetition of this should 
be done before the next regatta. 

The first thought mentioned by the 
stewards in the discussion is the 
promulgation of a rule giving a defi- 
nite starting time for a race, regard- 
less of whether or not éach crew is 
at the line. ‘If such a rule was 
adopted,’’ said one member of the 
board yesterday, ‘‘there would be no 
latecomers at the start. 


Responsibility on Referee. 


At present, the full responsibility 
is on the shoulders of one man, 
Julian W. Curtiss, for many years 
the referee. It is a pretty serious 
thing for one man to order dis- 
qualification for any crew that has 
been aiming all season toward this 
big race of the year. On the other 
hand,’ it is a distinct disadvantage 
and an unfair one for crews arriv- 
ing on time to be forced to wait for 
latecomers. 


On Monday. night, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology was 
pretty late and Cornell very late in 
arriving at the start. If there was 
an arbitrary rule calling on the 
referee to start the race a certain 
number of minutes after the time 
scheduled, the responsibility would 
not rest with him alone and he 
would be forced to start those crews 
already on the line, automatically 
disqualifying the latecomers. 

It is regarded as fairly certain that 
such a rule will be adopted by the 
board of stewards before next Spring 
and another Poughkeepsie regatta. 

Elaborate plans are made each 
year to insure the prompt arrival of 
each crew at the start. Long before 
the race, each camp is notified it

British Henley and could not be 
reached. Benson, however, feels that 
the late arrival time limit is pretty 
certain to be put into the rules. 

There also is some discussion of a 
plan limiting the number of times a 
coxswain may hold up his hand and 
ask for a delay. At present the full 
responsibility for a fair start for his 
boat rests on the coxswain’s shoul- 
ders, and he ieans over hackward 
rather than take the blame for a poor 
start. If, afte> a reasonble time, the 
referee t~ok over the start all alone 
it might save some of the time taken 

up while all the coxswains are being 
satisfied with their positions. When 
the varsity race started Monday both 
Navy and Pennsylvania hands were 
in the air, but they chose to row in- 
stead of sticking out for a third false 
start. 

So far as could be learned there 
was no reaction against a big field. 
There was the general feeling that 
big fields were to be encouraged and 
strong reports were that Princeton 
would be represented on the Hudson 
next year, at least by a freshman 
crew. It is known that a strong sen- 





timent prevails at Princeton toward 
lengthening the season and that real 
efforts are being made toward open- 
ing the way to complete participa- 
tion in the intercollegiate regatta by 
sending on the freshmen as an open- 
ing wedge. 

Minnesota is rowing informally 
now, Oregon Aggies are taking the 
sport up again, and there are strong 
rumors that Stanford and Dartmouth 
are to return to the river. The next 
couple of seasons may see an even 
larger field starting away in the var- 
sity race at Poughkeepsie.

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TIME AND VERSAILLES. 


At Versailles ten years ago today 
the German delegates signed a 
treaty imposed upon them. Notable 
are the changes since, in respect 
both to this relation of victor and 
vanquished and to the document in 
which it was expressed. Germany 
is back on a footing of equality in 
the family of nations. The treaty 
has been revised by time and will 
probably undergo further altera- 
tions. World opinion has softened 
toward the treaty since its first days 
when it was spoken of as a Cartha- 
ginian peace. We still hear of the 
“crimes” of Versailles, and its 
“madness,” and its “fatal” blun- 
ders. But the old cries come feeble 
and forced. 

Ten years have shown that the 
errors at Versailles were by no 
means so fatal as advertised. The 
outstanding fact of the decade is the 
recovery of a Europe which was 
seemingly wounded to death. To be 
sure, this need not be placed to the 
credit of the peacemakers at Paris. 
It is only one more assertion of 
man’s unconquerable will to live, 
just as the war was testimony to his 
almost unlimited capacity to suffer 
and endure. Yet for years after 
Versailles critics cited inevitable 
catastrophic consequences which 
failed to come off. Germany did not 
collapse under the loss of her coal 
mines and her colonies, but is eco- 
nomically back in full health. The 
impossible reparation clauses have 
been revised into the possible. The 
frontier settlements to which Ger- 
Many never, never could consent, 
she has consented to, forever as 
concerns Alsace-Lorraine; and with 
regard to her eastern frontier she 
has pledged herself in the Locarno 
treaties to abstain from force in 
seeking their revision. 

There is a quieter and fairer 
world opinion today. Much less is 
heard -of. the “ Balkanization” of 
Europe... The new States of Cen- 
tral Europe have outgrown in large 
measure the infant diseases of na- 
tionhood. They are not the trouble- 
spots of a few years ago, the breed- 
ing places of new wars. Emanci- 
pated minorities, they are fast 
learning to accord decent treatment 
te their own minorities. And as 
their manners have changed for the 
better it'has become easier for the 
outside observer to. recall certain 
things which had been forgotten: 
that people once did believe in 
national ‘self-determination. It has 
become possible for so candid a 
friend of the peace treaties as Mr. 
KEYNES to admit that the frontier 
settlements at Versailles were prob- 
ably’ as fair as it was humanly 
possible to make them. 

It was a favorite thesis that re- 
sponsibility rested with the states- 
men. Had the Wicked Old Men of 
Paris only listened to the counsels 
of moderation, humanity, justice 
and good sense addressed to them 
by their peogges, we should have had 
a real peace treaty and the future 
would have been spared new calam- 
ities) We know better now. In spe- 
cific instances we know that the 
statesmen left to themselves would 
have made a kindlier treaty than 
their ive publics permitted 
them to make} We.know that the pre- 


posterous money damages they de- 
manded of Germany were for publi- 
cation only; in their hearts they 
expected in 1919 to get from Ger- 
many what they have arranged to 
get in 1929. From the first we 
should have known that, far from 
being saints, the peacemakers of 
1919 were nevertheless aware of the 
errors they were perpetrating under 
the compulsion of war-psychology 
and that they provided in the treaty 
itself for its own correction~ in 
healthier and saner times. 





INSATIATE PROTECTION. 


At’ the current tariff hearings 
by the Senate Finance Committee 
there had been displayed such an 
acme of the spirit of protection as 
must alarm President HOOVER. He 
recommended only a limited revision 
of the tariff. The Senate Finance 
Committee is evidently headed tor 
one not only unlimite® but unblush- 
ing. It is virtually inviting bene- 
ficiaries of the customs taxes to 
take their bill and sit down quickly 
and write 75 or 100 per cent ad va- 
lorem where they had had only 30 
or 40. The new rate on sugar put 
into the bill as it passed the House 
of Representatives at once excited 
strong protest because it would push 
up the cost of living of millions of 
American consumers. But now the 
Senate is asked to make the tax 
even higher. With remarkable im- 
prudence, or effrontery, the presi- 
dent of the United States Beet 
Sugar Association assured the Sen- 
ators yesterday that Mr. HOOVER 
favors such a plan. He had to admit, 
however, that he was not authorized 
to speak for the President, and did 
not know exactly what rates Mr. 
HOOVER desires. 

By this one plea for this one tax 
we may fairly judge of what is 
planned by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. It is going ahead regard- 
less of the President’s wishes. It 
is preparing a deadly exhibit of the 
selfishness and greed of the pro- 
tective system when it is let off the 
leash. Moreover, it is heaping up 
trouble for the President not only 
in his relations with Congress and 
the public, but in the matter of for- 
eign trade and intercourse with 
other nations. Already protests 
from abroad have been filed with 
our State Department by the repre- 
sentatives of several governments, 
who have pointed out that some of 
our pending tariff proposals will 
seriously discriminate against them. 
Threats of reprisal have been heard 
in many different lands. Thus far 
they have been little more than 
whispered, but they will be shouted 
as the Senate heaps up the grounds 
of offense. 

Senators may make light of the 
talk of a tariff war and scout the 
idea that our export trade can be 
injured by our high taxes on im- 
ported goods, but President HOOVER 
knows better. Fortunately, he will 
have time before the Senate meets 
again or the House assembles in 
September to make his views 
known and to cause his influence to 
be felt. Unless something is done 
to check the display of insatiate and 
insensate protection before the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, the country 
will think of the Republican leaders 
as too like certain greedy animals 
in the Scriptures that rushed down 
a steep place into the sea. 








THE VIRGINIA COALITION. 


It is forty years since Richmond 
has seen a Republican State Con- 
vention. With the aid of rebellious 
Democratic tribesmen, the Republi- 
cans got out of the wilderness last 
year. Was there a wink in the left 
eye of the Honorable C. BASCOM 
SLEMP when he told the convention 
that “more was done in 1928 for 
“ political liberty, liberty of thought, 
“liberty of conscience in our be- 
“Joved State than had occurred in 
“the previous half-centuty”? At 
any rate, the amalgamated sons of 
freedom carried the State for Mr. 
Hoover and elected three Republi- 
can Congressmen. As GEORGE HOAR 
said in WILLIAM MAHONE’S golden 
day, Virginia has her face “ turned 
toward the morning.” 

Originally it was the intention of 
Republican leaders merely to ratify 
the nominations made at the Roa- 
noke convention, appoint a commit- 
tee to consult the Roanoke commit- 
tee as to the nominee for Lieutenant 
Governor, put out a “ ringing” plat- 
form and be off. This plan to play 
second fiddle to the Cannonian show 
seems to have been resented. Alli- 
ances are kittle cattle. A lot of 
Republicans held that the bolting 
Democratic contribution to freedom 
was insignificant compared with the 
Republican. They were not content 
to say “ditto” to the “ Indepen- 
dent” or hierarchical annex. They 
wanted a “real”. State convention. 
They had it. In nothing does its 
realism appear more salient than in 
the fact that the “vigorous” plat- 
form wasn’t. read ‘to the delegates. 
They were satisfied with a synopsis 
given by Mr. HENRY W. ANDERSON, 
that fine Republican “ war-horse.” 

Virginia has made great progress 
under Governor ByrD. Her prosperity 
has increased. The machinery of 
the State Government has been 
simplified. A welter of haphazard 
agencies has been abolished. The 
activities of administration have 
been consolidated into twelve de- 
partments. Greater economy as well 
as energy has resulted:* A deficit 
has-been turned into a surplus with- 








out increasing taxatjon. If a differ- 
ent picture is painted by the Ré€pub- 


licans of Richmond and the “ Inde- 
pendents’”’ of Roanoke, the sympa- 
thy of friends of efficient govern- 
ment outside of Virginia will not go 
to the coalition which demands the 
repeal of the short ballot. 

Of the minor changes asked we 
have no means of judging. It is 
clear, however, from the Roanoke 
platform that no matter what is 
said about roads, and school im- 
provement and so on, it is not State 
affairs but the old quarrels of 1928 
that. predominate. The Cannonites 
seek their revenges on RASKOB and 
SMITH, on GLASS and SWANSON, on 
the wicked Democratic State ma- 
chinists who were angels of light as 
long as they obeyed the Anti-Saloon 
League. Is this vindictiveness on a 
national, likely to help its promoters 
in a State, election? The coalition 
candidate for Governor is a Profes- 
sor of Psychology, unskilled, so far 
as we know, in State business. In 
one division of his adherents he has 
excellent subjects for his favorite 
study. 

We should like to see a strong 
Republican party in Virginia. The 
proper strength of that party for 
years has been the need of new 
currents and methods in adminis- 
tration. It was natural to suspect 
that much dead wood would collect 
in the State service after so many 
years of one-party rule. Governor 
ByYRD’s success must have weakened 
that argument; nor can a Republican 
party tied up to ecclesiastical domi- 
nation and a denial of political 
equality to the members of a par- 
ticular Church, win encouragement 
from generous spirits. The Repub- 
lican old foxes look at the matter 
more cynically. If they can use 
Democratic grudges, fanaticisms and 
vendettas to their advantage and 
help drive eminent Virginia Demo- 
crats from Congress or from State 
office, that is their game. 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
looks at the business tolerantly and 
philosophically: 

Determined, if not menacing, 
opposition to the dominant politi- 
cal group will result in a full dis- 
cussion of all the problems Vir- 
ginia faces, and this is always a 
happy augury of the future. The 
citizen who is made to think about 
the affairs of his government is 
a better citizen by reason of his 
thinking. 

Professor BROWN will doubtless 
supply material for thought. The spe- 
cialty of the Roanokites is emotion. 


THE WORST KIND OF MURDER. 


The extraordinary activity of the 
Police Commissioner and the Detec- 
tive Department in connection with 
the Marlow murder might seem a 
little out of balance. Why such in- 
tense anxiety to run down the men 
guilty of this particular crime? Why 
concentrate upon that more than 
upon the shooting of a defenseless 
tradesman in the Bronx on the pre- 
vious day? Both are thus far un- 
solved murders. But there is good 
reason for the strong desire of Com- 
missioner WHALEN to get at the 
bottom of the taking off of the man 
MARLOW. It is not simply because 
he was of bad reputation or because 
his killing might rank in the scale 
of scandal along with that of RoTH- 
STEIN. The main point is that this 
latest assassination is of the ruth- 
less and ferocious kind which sug- 
gests the work and plotting of un- 
derworld gangs which the police 
must have special motive and deter- 
mination to uncover and destroy. 

This is the true explanation of the 
uncommon exertion of the Police 
Department in the Marlow affair. It 
may be said that all murders should 
look alike to the police, but in fact 
they do not. When such a brutal 
form of execution of one member of 
a gang by another occurs; when such 
a blast from the lower depths of 
barbarism goes off in the face of the 
whole city, the police have a double 
responsibility and a magnified duty. 
If it is in any way possible, they 
must put their hands upon such un- 
speakable criminals haunting the 
streets of this city; they must not 
only investigate but extirpate this 
kind of outrageous crime; they must 
meet this audacious and bloody chal- 
lenge to the forces of law and order 
in the community. It really requires 
but a little thought about sucn 
crimes as the Marlow murder to 
make one see that the Police Com- 
missioner is right in his instinctive 
feeling that it must be probed and 
solved and the guilty brought to 
justice at all hazards, 


JAPAN RATIFIES. 

No one expected that Japan would 
refuse to ratify the Kellogg treaty. 
Nor was there real concern over her 
delay. But now that final action has 
been taken, there is natural gratifi- 
cation in Washington and other 


capitals. The treaty now has the 
signature of one of the world’s great 
Powers. Furthermore, the ratifica- 
tion is of such a nature as not to 
impair the validity of the treaty by 
reservations. 

The United States is not the only 
country which wishes to make its 
own interpretations of an interna- 
tional understanding. In this in- 
stance it was not the counterpart of 
the American Senate, but rather 
the special advisory-executive body 
known as the Privy Council which 
insisted on qualifications. The point 
at issue was a matter of tradition 
and sentiment. It was claimed that 
the terms of the treaty referring to 
“the respective peoples” of the dif- 





ferent nations contained a reflection 
on the powers of.the Japanese Em- 





peror, and so. was.derogatory to the 


imperial dignity. 

Count UCHIDA, who signed the 
treaty for Japan when the negotia- 
tions were completed, took the posi- 


tion that there was nothing in the 


wording of the document that in any 
way threatened the rights of the 
throne. When he was voted down 
by the rest of the. Council, he at once 
offered his resignation. The insis- 


tence of the Council on modifying 
the objectionable phrase was, in his 


opinion, a reflection on his own con- 
duct. This was, of course, not the 


purpose of the Council, but rather 
to maintain inviolate a precedent 


which they consider essential in 


maintaining the present form of 


government in Japan. 

To the outside world the details 
of this difference of opinion are un- 
important. The outstanding fact is 
that Japan has ratified it, and that 
the treaty which was designed as an 
essential element in the structure of 
world peace has the approval of the 
greatest of the Asiatic nations. 


SARATOGA’S BATHS. 


Governor ROOSEVELT’S confident 
prediction that, with proper meas- 
ures, the baths at Saratoga Springs 
can be made as useful as those in 
the watering places of Europe is a 
further indication of his interest in 
this great thermal centre. He ap- 
pointed a committee, headed by Mr. 
BERNARD M. BARUCH, to study the 
possibilities of the baths and to plan 
for a further development of Sara- 
toga as a health resort. 

So identified is the name Sara- 
toga with social joys that the thera- 
peutic value of its waters has been 
too often overlooked. As the Gover- 


nor pointed out, the average Ameri- | 
can goes to a watering place in| 


search of recreation, whereas the 
average European goes there for 
reasons of health. To be sure, we 
have a few mineral springs in this 
country which have long been fre- 
quented by health seekers. The 
baths at Warm Springs, Georgia, 
have been sought by persons suffer- 
ing from the after-effects of infan- 
tile paralysis. 

One of the subjects to be studied 
by the Saratoga committee is the 
extent to which European thermal 
practices may be adapted there. The 
baths at Nauheim, Marienbad, Aix- 
les-Bains and other places on the 
Continent have long been organized 
so as to permit the patients to ob- 
tain the maximum amount of bene- 
fit from the cure. While recrea- 
tional facilities have not been pro- 
hibited, the authorities have paid 
special attenton to the necessity of 
rest, and to the methods of treat- 
ing various classes of patients. As 
a result, they have developed prac- 
tice and planned equipment with a 
view to providing the very best 
facilities. 

At Saratoga the waters have 
been, for most visitors, merely an 
incident. This, as both Governors 
ROOSEVELT and SMITH pointed out in 
appeals to the Legislature, is unfair 
to the springs, which have been de- 
clared by competent medical au- 
thorities to rank as high in cura- 
tive properties as some of the most 
famous baths in Europe. The very 
scarcity of mineral springs in the 
United States makes it all the more 
important to develop those whose 
properties are known. For centuries 
the Japanese, whose islands are rich 
in mineral waters of all sorts, have 
used them with benefit. Before the 
coming of the white men, American 
Indians used many of our springs. 
In the case of Saratoga the ques- 
tions is not, Are the springs valua- 
able? but How can they be best de- 
veloped so as to advantage the 
greatest number of people? 


IN PRAISE OF PARENTS. 


Violence in dealing with parents 
is as out of date as the shingle 
behind the woodshed. To lead both 
children and parents gently in the 
way they should go is now the 
patient réle of educators. A flatter- 
ing but not too gushing paper on 
the old and new versions of child 
training has been prepared by the 
Division of Mental Hygiene of the 
Connecticut Department of Health, 
with the cooperation of the National 
Committee for Mental Hygiene, and 
will be available in leaflet form for 
interested parents. Any adult who 
was a child twenty-five or more 
years ago will easily recognize the 
descriptions of the old method. The 
progressive parents of today will 
doubtless. be pleased that the com- 
mittee credits them with so much 
intelligence as the new order indi- 
cates, but they will note, too, 
that the introduction conservatively 
states that “people are beginning 
to realize—” and that there is still 
room for more knowledge among 
them. 

One point strongly contrasted is 
the devoted-parent tradition. It is 
probably the hardest of all for the 
affectionate father or mother to get 
through his or her head.. The old 
idea, which still persists in the lush 
hotbed of natural emotion, was 
that “parents who waited on their 
“children even after they were 
“grown were self-sacrificing, and 
“that the child should return their 
* devotion by clinging indefinitely to 
“the home.” Waiting on them is, of 
course, only one symptom of a feel- 
ing which manifests itself. in many 
ways, all of which are mute pleas 
for continued dependence of the 
child. The committee drops the vel- 
vet glove in dealing with these 
cases, and says flatly that “such 
7 pens are in reality self-seeking, 


“the dependency of the child, and 
“tampering with his right to grow 
“up.” It is the melancholy truth 
that the committee runs almost no 
risk of offending a parent by this 
statement, for this particular mote 
can remain invisible in the eye of 
the one who cherishes it for a life- 
time, causing no inconvenience even 
when pointed out by experts. 

Other lines of child training have 
made better progress. Most parents 
will now agree that: they cannot 
hope to understand children merely 
because they were once children 
themselves. They can see for them- 
selves that infants are funny little 
animals, and are willing to believe 
that their point of view cannot be 
completely recaptured. They have 
been converted from the old notion 
that the child’s education began the 
day he entered school, and strive to 
take advantage of the impression- 
able pre-school years. Naughtiness 
is no longer thought of as deliber- 
ate, though there are moments when 
a parent must count ten to convince 
himself. Initiative and self-reliance 
are cultivated from the cradle in- 
stead of being introduced like a new 
subject in the curriculum during the 
’teens. Play is no longer an unim- 
portant activity to be interrupted 
carelessly, but is regarded as the 
child’s business. Parents desiring 
to study the complete outline as a 
yardstick for their own conduct will 
be able to obtain it soon from the 
National Committee, 370 Seventh 
Avenue. 














/ROBERT BURNS ON INDEPEN-| 


| DENCE. 


On Saturday afternoon the com- 
bined Scottish, Welsh and _ Irish 
Societies will hold a Robert Burns 
celebration. There will be Gaelic 
choral groups and pipe bands and 
speeches gathered about the memory 
of BURNS as the prophet of the 
time when “man to man would 
brothers be for a’ that.” But the 
particular appropriateness of the 
celebration in such close proximity 
to the Fourth of July is that BURNS 
is proclaimed as the poet of our own 
Revolution. He was only a youth 
when the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was written, but it is said 
that he followed the struggle with 
intense interest in his distant sterile 
Mossgiel farm, and it is known that 
in 1784 he began the “Ballad on 
the American War,” published in 
1787, in which reference is made 
to WASHINGTON’S cooping up GAGE 
in Boston ard to CORNWALLIS’S 
surrender. 

There is an even earlier reference 
to WASHINGTON in the “ Address of 
“ Beelzebub to the Rt. Hon. Earl of 
“ Breadalbane,” in which Beelzebub 
invites the Earl to be his “ingle” 
friend, commiserating with him sa- 
tirically over the loss of five hun- 
dred Highlanders who had escaped 
from his “lawful ownership in 
“Glengary to the wilds of Canada 
“in search of that fantastic thing— 
“ Libertie ”: 


* * * let them ance out owre the 
water 

Then up amid the lakes and seas 

They’ll mak what laws and rules 

they please; 

Some daring Hancock, or a Franrk- 
lin, 

May set their Highland blood a’ 
ranklin’; 

Some Washington again may 

head them, 

Or some Montgomery, fearless, 

lead them. 

The best_ known of his poems 
making reference to America’s inde- 
pendence and her leader is that 
which was begun as an “Ode on 
the Birthday of General WASHING- 
TON.” When it was completed, how- 
ever, it bore the title “‘ Libertie—a 
Vision,” and the first stanza which 
Burns “ framed as he passed along 
the road” became the opening lines 
of the song which the stalwart 
ghost of Liberty sang accompanied 
by such sounds from his harp as 
might have “ roused the slumbering 
dead to hear”: 

No Spartan tube, no Attic shell, 

No lyre Aeolian I awake; 
'Tis liberty’s bold note I swell; 
Thy harp, Columbia, let me 
take! 


See gathering thousands, while I 
sing, 
A broken chain exulting bring, 

And dash it in a tyrant’s face! 

And dare him to his very beard, 
And tell-him he no more is feared, 

No more the despot of Colum- 

bia’s race! 

A tyrant’s proudest insults braved, 
They shout, a people freed; they 
hail an empire saved! 

The poetic depiction of WASHING- 
TON, to whom BURNS proposed the 
toast “a better man than PITT,” 
follows: 


Where is man’s godlike form? 

Where is that brow erect and 

bold, 

That eye that can unmoved be- 

hold 

The wildest rage, 
storm, 

That e’er created fury dared to 
raise? 

After a'damning characterization 
of Lord NorTH, though not by name, 
he summons Americans, whom he 
calls.“ Columbia’s offspring,” the 
“sons of liberty,” “ brave as free” 
as those who know and dare to 
maintain “the royalty of man.” 

This ode was not published by the 
Edinburgh paper to which it was 
sent, but it was found among the 
literary effects of the. editor and 
appeared for the first’ time nearly a 
century later in The Scottish jamer-

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Native American politi- 
cal orators and writers 
have often done fairly 
well in devising terms of 
abuse for their opponents, 
but must confess themselves out- 
stripped by an Italian newspaper in 
this city, Il Grido Della Stirpe. It 
was paying its respects to the leader 
of an anti-Fascist delegation which 
recently was received by the Presi- 
dent in the White House. After 
charging this gentleman with various 
kinds of inconsistency and absurdity, 
it rounded up by declaring him to be 
an ‘‘Ankylometic Lansquenet.”’ 

There has been nothing like this, 
to our knowledge, since Dr. JoHNSON 
overwhelmed the fishwife by calling 
her a “‘parallelepipedon.’’ Perhaps 
the Italo-American attacked by the 
terrible pair of words may not know 
what they mean, but yet must feel 
that somehow they embody. the most 
fearful kind of public insult. The 
innocent bystander can only wonder 
at the ingenuity of such a verbal 
assault. 

It is to be hoped that such a felicity 
of invective does not rouse: envy in 
the bosoms of Senators at Washing- 
ton. Whether this particular phrase 
would be held to be unparliamentary, 
if used of one member of the Senxte 
by another, nobody could say in ad- 
vance, for nobody knows whether 
the presiding officer would have any 
idea what it meant. It might even 
be held to be a disguised compliment!

cast on Wednesday, about the dan- 
gers of overconfidence in swimmers. 
The advice comes during a season 
which has already been marked by a 
number of deaths from drowning off 
our shore resorts. 

Overconfidence is a danger alike in 
those whose knowledge of swimming 
and surf bathing is scant and in 
those who are experienced. In no 
sport is it as dangerous to go just a 
little too far. No matter how good 
& swimmer may be, strong under- 
tows or off-shore currents know no 
favorites. The man who wants to 
show off or test his endurance is as 
likely to get caught if he swims well 
or poorly—provided he exceeds his 
strength. 

This is the simplest of the rules 
which Dr. Wrnns lays down. The 
others include warnings not to seek 
too much of a tan at once, not to 
swim on a full stomach, not to swim 
when overtired, not to swim alone. 
Unfortunately, too many believe that 
such rules da not apply. to them. 
From their ranks come most of the 
casualties. These are the ones whom 
the Health Commissioner is most 
anxious to reach.

Fiery and belliger- 
ent young writers in 
‘England and Amer- 
ica have taken great 
pleasure in excavat- 
ing and exposing faults of their 
predecessors.

He wrote ‘“‘Jane Austen: a Depre- 
ciation,’’ because a friend insisted 
on his doing something about “this 
great woman.’’ At the start he ob- 
jects to “great,” will only grant that 
she was supernaturally competent, 
adding that he hates competence. 
His dislike of her he stresses all the 
way through, though he grudgingly 
admits that she was probably kind 
to children. ‘‘The monotonously sub- 
dued pitch of her ethical standards’”’ 
irritates him; and he maintains that 
she wrote well because she did not 
try to write well. It just happened 
that her reach and her grasp were 
equal. ' 

Her admirers will not think it a 
slur, because Professot Gakrop says 
she “‘could write at 20 as well, or 
better, or very nearly as well, as at 
40." Though he thinks it unfortu- 
nate that she was unteachable, they 
will think it admirable to have been 
so nearly perfect at an earty age.

GARMENT WORKERS’ SIDE. 


Union Head Details Grievances in 
impending Strike, 
Te the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Times editorial ‘‘A Mysterious 
Strike,’ referring to the impending 
general strike of 30,000 cloakmakers 
in Greater New York and vicinity, 
omits consideration of one of the 
most vital grievances of these wage 
earners, 

The strike is in no wise mysterious. 
You are right in declaring that ‘‘it 
must be, indeed, a sense of intoler- 
able wrong that compels the union 
to. go to war with precisely those 
employers who admittedly pay the 
highest wages in the industry.’’ And 
here is the basis for that ‘‘sense of 
intolerable wrong’’: 

The Industrial Council of cloak 
manufacturers insists that the union 
should not be so vigorous in seeking 
to improve conditions in shops, and, 
instead, devote our energies exclu- 
sively to other sections of the indus- 
try where conditions are compara- 
tively worse. 

Since the 1926 agreement, engi- 
neered by the defunct Communist 
leadership in the union, union work- 
ers, in flagrant violation of the con- 
tract, have been forced to put in 
from ten to twenty hours additional 
labor weekly in many Industrial 
Council shops at a rate of pay no 
greater than the 1924 figures, and 
even the additional hours show the 
pathetic increase of $42 a year in 
comparison to the 1924 average. 

This is exactly what the union com- 
plains of. Hours have been debased, 
union conditions willfully disregard- 
ed, workers have gone into collusion 
with the employers against their own 
best interests, all for fear of losing 
their jobs under a discharge clause 
which expired with the last agree- 
ment, and which permitted the dis- 
charge seasonally of up to 10 per 
cent of the shops’ personnel, with or 
without cause, and subject to no re- 
view by the. impartial chairman of 
the industry, Raymond V. Ingersoll. 
Shop chairmen and loyal union men, 
seeking to safeguard the terms of 
the agreement, were constantly men- 
aced by the threat of discharge. 

Our present struggle, as we have 
stated many times, is not against In- 
dustrial Council shops as such, but 
against all sweatshops and others 
causing demoralization in the trade. 
The Industrial Council asks for a 
forty-two-hour week and single pay 
Saturdays six months a year and op- 
tional piecework, instead of the pres- 
ent forty-hour five-day week. On 
that basis our fight is against them 
also. 

We are opposed to the sweatshop 
wherever it appears. Our notion of 
stabilizing the industry is not to per- 
mit the Industrial Council to reduce 
the level of their shops to the fly-by- 
night bootleg shop, which, by the 
way, certain Industrial Council man- 
ufacturers are fostering as_ their 
‘‘outside’’ shops, but to raise the sub- 
standard shop to the level of the In- 
dustrial Council, and both to a level 
higher than now exists in the indus- 
try. Though the Industrial Council 
employs only 6,500 workers, they set 
the standard for the industry. All 
agreements are based upon our 
agreement with the Industrial Coun- 
cil. 

By refusing to modify the dis- 
charge clause to give some protection 
to shop chairmen and other loyal 
union men the Industrial Council is 
responsible for the demoralization 
that now exists, and thereby is giv- 
ing aid and comfort to our mutual 
enemy, the unscrupulous manufac- 
turer who profits from chaos and 
disorder and from a weak union.

THE PERILS OF HUMOR. 


Dentistry Among the Eskimos Has 
its Serious Side. 
To the Fditor of The New York Timea: 

In Topics of the Times of June 21, 
under the title ‘‘Open Wide in the 
Arctic,’’ you have missed an oppor- 
tunity to convey worthwhile infor- 
mation in an effort to be “funny.” 

Professor Waugh’s mission in Alas- 
ka, in addition to supplying much- 
needed relief for Eskimos, who are 
suffering because they are following 
the customs of the white race, is 
scientific research for the reason 
why the Eskimo is immune to oral 
disease until he adopts the white 
man’s diet. 

This immunity prevailed among 
prehistoric races of the Pacific Coast 
from Peru to Alaska, and Dr. 
Waugh has found the same condi- 
tion to exist among the primitive 
Eskimos of Labrador so long as they 
live under normal Eskimo condi- 
tions and on their primitive Eskimo 
diet. , 

When the fundamental reasons for 
this immunity are clear, prevention 
of at least 50 per cent of oral disease 
will probably be within reach of chil- 
dren whose parents elect that they 
shall be trained to take advantage 
of the information. This, in turn, 
will eliminate for them much sys- 
temic disease, and thus be an im- 
portant contribution to health ser- 
vice and preventive medicine.

BARNES DEFENDS 
QUR TARIFF POLICY 


Says American Delegates to 
World Chamber Will Present 
Our Attitude. 








150 TO DEPART TONIGHT 





Lamont, the Chairman, Will Take 
Up Business Problems With 
Representatives of China. 





The gospel of an American tariff 
that seeks fair competition at home 
for American manufacturers, as op- 
posed to an exclusion policy, will be 


preached by American delegates to 
the fifth general congress of the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce 
in Amsterdam next month, Julius H. 
Barnes, American vice president of 
yas organization, announced yester- 
ay. 

His statement, which came on the 
eve of the sailing of 150 delegates on 
the Statendam tonight, was prompt- 
ed, he said, by the many protests 
filed by foreign governments in 
Washington against the schedules in- 
corporated in the proposed Hawley- 
Smoot bill. 

The clarification of this matter 
abroad, and the consequent avoid- 
ance of possible tariff reprisals that 
might injure the foreign trade of the 
United States, Mr. Barnes said, was 
the chief responsibility of the delega- 
tion. Thomas W. Lamont is chair- 


man of the delegates from the United 
States. 


45 Nations to Be Represented. 


The congress will be in session July 
8-13, and will include delegates from 
forty-five countries. As the session 
in Rome in 1923 helped in bringing 
about arrangements that culminated 
in the Dawes plan, so it is hoped, ac- 
cording to Mr. Barnes, that informa! 
discussions at the coming session 
will aid in a solution of the tariff 
question. 

(explaining that the delegation is 
not justifying any tariff bill but 
trying to establish a policy,’’ Mr. 
Barnes said that the chamber could 
not assume a position regarding any 
particular piece of legislation. 

All that America’s tariff policy 
contemplates, Mr. Barnes’s state- 
ment said, is “an adequate protec. 
tion of American living standards 
and an equalization which gives our 
manufacturers and agricultural pro- 
ducers the opportunity to sell in our 
home markets without the handicap 
of destructive competition from 
abroad.”’ In denying the ‘‘exclusion”’ 
argument, he added that since 1921 
imports had shown an increase of 

per cent with a_ gsubstantiai 
growth in exports. 

Aside from his prepared statement, 
Mr. Barnes expressed a hope that 
soon we shall have a quick-acting 
flexible tariff, as distinguished from 
previous provisions which he said 
had been rendered almost ineffective 
by the length of time necessary to 
bring about emergency revisions—‘‘a 
rough and ready measure of justice.’ 

The trade barrier problem, which 
has an important place on the cham- 
ber 8 agenda, affects principally the 
thirty-six European countries where 
approximately similar living stand- 
ards prevail, he added, pointing out 
1927 had reached the same conclu- 


sion, 

“We cannot pecaatt in the United 
States destructive competition from 
abroad,” his statement continued, 
which will in any way bring about 
a@ lowering of our wage scales and a 
consequent reduction in American 
living standards, the highest in the 
world. It is of far more service to 
the world to preserve American 
standards as a goal for other peo- 
ples than to permit these standards 
to be reduced through opening up 
our markets to an unrestricted cur- 
Hi of goods produced by cheaper 
abor.”’ 


World Living Standards Rising. 


Remarking that world-wide living 
standards gradually are rising, Mr. 


Barnes said: ‘‘Our problem is to em- 
ploy the tariff as a factor for the 
adjustment of the differences still ex- 
isting here and abroad until the rest 
of the world can measurably catch 
up with us and consequently reduce 
the margin of security which our 
protective tariff affords.”’ 

The statement incorporated a mes- 
sage containing the same sentiments 
recently sent to the Senate Finance 
Committee by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the Unjed States. 

@ pros and cons of public ver- 
sus private ownership of utilities also 
will be discussed at the meeting by 
the American delegates.

Retirement Board Answers Charge 
It Is Too Personal. 


In answer to ‘‘certain unfair, mis- 
leading ang unwarranted statements 
appearing recently in the press,’’ the 
Teachers’ Retirement Board, through 
its acting secretary, Thomas V.-Gar- 
vey, issued a statement yesterday ex- 
plaining the investigation of prior 
service records to determine whether 
service credited had been granted in 
conformity with the provisions of the 
retirement law. 

“The Board of Retirement recently 
ordered an investigation of prior ser- 
vice records in order to ascertain if 
the service credited had been ~rantcd 
in conformity with the provisions 
of the retirement law. 

‘It was found that errors had been 
made. Some teachers had been al- 
lowed too. little credit,. others too 
much, and in a number of instances 
credit had been granted which the 
hoard had no authority to allow. The 
law re prior service is com- 
plicated but exact. 

“‘At the request of the Retirement 
Board, Mr. Frederick Z. Lewis was 
assigned by the Board of’ Education 
to systematize all. rules, regulations 
and precedents regarding prior ser- 
vice. and to conduct the verification 
of all service claims. This necessi- 
tates a search of the city payrolls as 
well as the securing of official con- 
firmation of outside teaching service 
claims. 

“A large number of prior service 
certifica have not yet been issued, 

“Now that five itional clerks 
have been appointed to assist in 
making the necessary verifications, 
under the direction of Mr. Lewis, 
substantial progress is being made 
and the board will issue as service 
certificates at the earliest possible 


moment. 
“Definite rules and regulations 
have been adopted and a number of 








certificates have been issued in. con- 
formity therewith and as provided 
for by law.’’

JAPANESE EMPEROR 
HONORS H. W. TAFT 


Consul-General Gives Insignia 
for Fostering International 
Friendship. 








DIPLOMA ALSO PRESENTED 





Brother of Chief Justice Receives 
Order ef Rising Sun at 
Exercises Here. 





Henry Waters Taft, brother of 
the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, received the 
insignia of the Second Class of the 
Order of the Rising Sun, together 
with a diploma signed by the Em- 
peror of Japan, at a luncheon given 
at the Lawyers’ Club yesterday by 
Kioshi Uchiyama, Acting. Consul 
General for Japan here. Mr. Taft 
was president of the Japan Society 
of this city from 1922 to 1928. In 
conferring the order, Mr. Uchivama 
said it was the highest award of all 
made by the Emperor on May 13 to 
fourteen foreigners for ‘‘contribu- 
tions to international friendship.’’ 

Mr. Uchiyama said that the ac- 
companying diploma, which was 
signed personally by the Emperor, 
a ouatori which applies only to the 
higher honors in Japan, was the 
Emperor’s personal message to Mr. 
Taft. <A translation of the diploma 
read: 

By the grace of Heaven, Em- 

eror of Japan, seated on the 
hrone eccup ed by the. same dy- 
nasty from time immemorial, 

We confer the Second Class of 
the Imperial Order of Meiji upon 
Henry Waters Taft, a. citizen of 
the United States of America and 
a director of the Japan Society of 
New York, and invest him with 
the insignia of the same class of 
the Order of the Double Rays of 
the Rising Sun, in expression of 
the good-will which we entertain 
toward him. 

In witness whereof, we have 
hereunto set our hand and caused 
the Grand Seal of the Empire to be 
affixed at the Imperial Palace, 
Tokio, this thirteenth day of the 
fifth month of the fourth year of 

Showa, corresponding to the 
2.589th year from the accession to 
the throne of the Emperor Jimmu. 
Alexander Tison, president of the 
society, congratulated the Consul 
General on the frequent and favor- 
able light in which Japan was being 
represented in the press of this coun- 
try. e also said: 

‘IT hope that as soon as Mr. Dawes 
and the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain get their yardstick ready we 
may count on Japan’s cooperation 
in a program for cutting naval 
armaments.”’ 

In his speech of acceptance Mr. 
Taft, who was a- member of the 
Japan and Far East Conference of 
1921, said in part: 

“There is. no more useful form of 
patriotism than that which ex- 
presses itself in efforts to cultivate 
and preserve friendly relations be- 
tween one’s native country and for- 
clan nations. I have been inspired, 
I hope, by that kind of patriotism 
in attempting to improve the rela- 
tions between Japan and the United 
States. During the last ten years 
that subject has engaged my sincer- 
est interest and continuous agtivity.

AIDING JEWISH HISTORY 


Dr. Nathan Gleuck Commends 
Explorations in Palestine to 
Conference of Rabbis.

DETROIT, June 27.—Reconstruc- 
tion of Jewish history will soon be 


possible through discoveries by ar-! 
chaeologists in Palestine, Dr. Nathan | 


Gleuck of the Hebrew Union College 


at Cincinnati declared in a paper to- 
day read before the convention of 
the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis here. 

Facts gleaned by the excavators, he 
said, indicated the religious habits of 
the Jews in the early days, their tal- 


ents as builders and artists and their | 


expertness in the development of 
engineering projects. 

Dr. Gleuck said the discoveries in 
Palestine confirmed important his- 
torical facts concerning the Jewish 
people. He pointed out that the 
chief source of Jewish history is the 
Bible, which, he said, was ‘‘deficient 
- ‘ complete objective historical 
act.’’ 

‘Tt is not a book of history,’’ he 
added, ‘‘as we understand that term 
today. . It is. essentially a religious 
document presenting a specific point 
of view.” 

Dr. Gleuck said archaeology is the 
handmaid of history, and _ that 
through it history can be recon- 
structed, in the absence of actual 
written documents of the early days 
which are destroyed by time. Ob- 
jects that escape destruction, by 
their texture and inscriptions throw 
light on the existence of a people 
thousands of years ago, he said. 

An importayt discovery in Pales- 
tine, hq said, was a synagogue at 
Beth-Alvha, one of the thriving Jew- 
ish colonies in the western part of 
the Jezreel Valley. It had a mosaic 
floor depicting a.complete Zodiac, 
the only complete one thus far found. 

Dr. Gleuek also described the ex- 
cavation work in the Valley of the 
Jordan and Plain of Esdraelon by 
the American School of Oriental Rg- 
search, of which the Hebrew Union 
College is a supporting member, and 
by other scientific bodies.

WASHINGDON, June 27.—An army 
airplane won a race with death from 


Kelly Field, Texas, to this city last 
night, when Captain A. E. Easter- 
brook of the Air Corps landed at 
Bolling Field in time to reach the 
bedside of his mother before she died 
at Walter Reed Hospital. 

Mrs. Easterbrook, wife of Colonel 
Edmund P. Easterbrook, chief of 
army chaplains, became ill several 
days ago. Her condition was critical 
on Tuesday and Captain ~Faster- 
brook, who is adjutant of Duncan 
Field, the Air Corps training centre, 
was summoned. He started the 1,500- 
mile flight to Washington at 2 
o'clock that afternoon, but was 
forced down by darkness at Muska- 
gee, Okla.

Governor’s Wife Suggests Buffalo 
Women Select Candidate for 
Assembly This Year. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., June 27 (»).— 
Suggestion that Buffalo Democratic 
women choose a woman to run for 
the Assembly at Albany this year, ‘‘in

DEEGAN RESCINDS 
BAN ON BUILDINGS 


Filed April 19, Day After New 
“Law Went In, to Proceed. 








VALUED AT $25,000,000 





First Av. Association Asks Special 
Appellate Term for Review of 
Dwelling Law Decision. 





More than $25,000,000 worth of con- 
struction in fifty-five building opera- 
tions was allowed to proceed yes- 
terday under an order from Tenement 
House Commissioner -William F. 
Deegan, in which he rescinded an 
earlier order halting the construc- 
tion because plans had been filed 
on April 19, the-day after the mul- 
tiple dwellings law became operative. 

Commissioner Deegan issued the 
order after a long consultation with 
Corporation, Counsel Arthur J. W. 
Hilly. He had ordered the con’truc- 
tion stopped on June 11 because the 

lans. specified that. the new build- 
ngs were to be equipped with pan- 
tries or kitchenettes in violation of 
the multiple dwellings law. Archi- 
tects and builders protested his ac- 
tion. The Tenement House Commis- 
sioner had at first accepted plans 
filed on 5 = 19, net knowing that 
Governor Roosevelt had signed the 
multiple dwellings bill the day before. 
The. builders contended that once 
their plans had been accepted they 
should: be allowed to proceed with 
the construction. - 

Plans filed under the new law 


| which have not been approved by the 


Tenement House Department will be 
returned to builders. Plans that 
have been filed and approved by the 
department under the new law will 
be allowed to stand. Supreme Court 
Justice Lydon in a recent decision 
held that the multiple dwellings law 
was unconstitutional. 

The First Avenue’ Association 
issued a statement yesterday urging 
a special term of the Appellate Di- 
vision so that Justive Lydon’s de- 
cision might be reviewed without de- 
lay. The association said millions of 
dollars worth of construction along 
the East River waterfront was tied 
up pending a determination of the 
law’s constitutionality.. It is also 
concerned with confusion arising 
from Justice Lydon’s decision over 
the height to which buildings may 
be censtructed on a waterway or on 
a street bordering a public park. 
The building zone resolution differs 
from the multiple dwellings law on 
this point. ; 

Increased personnel and salaries in 
the Tenement House Department 
was urged in a letter yesterday from 
William M. Chadbourne, chairman of 


the citizen committee on the multi-, 


ple dwellings law, to Mayor Walker. 

He said the department’s force 
was insufficient under the tenement 
house law, and that its work had 
increased tremendously with the task 
of enforcing the multiple dwellings 
law. In 1903, Mr. Chadbourne said, 
there was one inspector to 3,079 
apartments, while in 1927 there was 
one inspector to 4,598 apartments. 
He declared the minimum salary for 
examiners should be $2,160 and that 
for inspectors $2,000. Both positions 
now pay $1,800. He also recommends 
110 additional inspectors, 55 addi- 
tional clerks and additional ste- 
nographers.

Three Sets of Electric “Eyes” 
Pick Up Primary Hues, Which 
Are Combined by Receiver. 





PROCESS IS MORE COSTLY 





But Requires Little Change in the 
Present Apparatus, Dr. Ives of 
Bell Laboratories Explains. 





The Stars and Stripes waved in 
front of television’s flickering eye 
yesterday afternoon in the Bell labo- 
ratories and was reproduced in red, 
white and blue on a screen a hundred 
feet from the transmitter to show 
that television in color has been 
achieved by the research engineers. 

The demonstration, in which the 
transmission was over wires rather 
than radio, opened with the 
American flag fluttering on a 
screen about the size of a postage 
stamp. The observer saw it through 
a peephole in a darkened room. The 
colors reproduced perfectly. Then 
the Union Jack was flashed on the 
screen and was easily recognized by 
its @olored bars. 

The man at the transmitter picked 
up a piece of watermelon, and there 
could be no mistake in identifying 
what he was eating. The red of the 
melon, the black seeds and the green 
rind were true to nature, as were 
the red of his lips, the natural color 
of his skin and his black hair. 

Next a flower pot of geraniums 
appeared in order ‘to show how tele- 
vision could reproduce flowers—the 
red blossoms and the green leaves. 
Then a large ball with colored 
stripes; a pineapple, a bouquet of 
vari-colored roses and the image of 
a young woman in a colored dress, 
came on the screen to give evidence 
that the latest radio ‘‘eye’’ was sen- 
sitive to any color. ; 


No Sacrifice of Detail. 


The television theatre is in the 
auditorium of the Bell Laboratories 
at 463 West Street and is under the 
supervision of ‘Dr. Herbert Ives, re- 
search engineer, who a year ago this 
month introduced a radio camera 
that pictured outdoor scenes for a 
television audience. Dr. Ives called 
attention to the fact that the engi- 
neers in the last year have succeed- 
ed in adding color to television mo- 
tion pictures without the sacrifice 
of detail. He said the picture is 
restricted at present to the size of 
a postage stamp so that even the 
finest detail may be reproduced. 
Once this is achieved, he said, it will 
not be difficult to flash the radio 
movies in‘ color on a‘ much larger 
screen, although it will be more ex- 
~ pensive. . 

The person or objest. whose image 
is to be transmitted is rapidly 
scanned by a beam of flickering 
bright light, while three sets of elec- 
trical eyes. known as photoelectric 
cells are arranged so as to transmit 
current corresponding to the amount 
of a primary color, red, blue or 
green. At the receiver three tubes 
form images corresponding in bright- 
ness and color to what the electrical 
eyes at the sending machine see. A 
system of mirrors combines the three 
images to form the one color image 
on the receiving screen. 

Dr. Ives said that one of the most 
significant features of this achieve- 
ment was that it did not require 
complete new apparatus, as com- 
pared with the a that han- 
dles television pictures in black and 
white. The same light sources, driv- 
ing motors, scanning disks and syn- 
chronizing systems and the same 
type of amplification are utilized. 

he only new features are the type 
and arrangement of the photoelec- 
_ tric cells at the sending end and the 
type and arrangements of the neon 
and argon lamps at the receiving 
end. 


Sodium Photoelectric Cells. 


“The outstanding contributions 
that have made colored television 
possible,’’ said Dr. Ives, ‘‘are a new 
photoelectric cell, new. gas cells for 
reproducing the image and the in- 
struments associated directly with 
them. To render the correct tone 
of colored objects it was necessary to 
obtain photoelectric cells which, like 
the modern orthochromatic or pan- 
chromatic plate, would be sensitive 
throughout the visible spectrum. 
This requirement has been satisfac- 
torily met. Through the work of A. 
R. Olpin and G. R. Stilwell a new 
kind of photoelectric cell has been 
developed which uses sodium in place 
of potassium. Its active surface is 
sensitized by a complicated process 
using sulphur vapor and oxygen in- 
stead of by a glow discharge of hy- 
drogen, as with the former type of 
cell. 

“The response of the new cell to 
color, instead of stopping in the blue- 
green region, continues all the way 
to the deep red."’ 

Dr. Ives said that each of the three 
sets of photoelectric cells used is 
provided with color filters or sheets 
of colored gelatine. One set has fil 
ters of an orange-red color, which 
makes the “‘eyes’’ see things as the 
red sensitive nerves of the retina see 
them; another set has yellow-green 
filters to give the green effect and 
the third has greenish-blue filters, 
which perform a corresponding duty 
for — bine constituent tN viene. ~ 

“The receiving appara co 
of one of the slteun-tneht television 
dis®#s used in qur earlier experimen- 
tal work,”’ said Dr. Ives. ‘‘Behind it 
are the three special lamps and 
lens system which ‘focuses the light 
into a small aperture in front of the 
disk.

TUNNEL PROJECTS -

Legistature May BeCalled On to 
Amend Laws to Allow Pro- 
gram to Proceed.

But Doubts Delaney Board Has 
Power to Build East River and 
Narrow Tubes. 





Owing to technical legal obstacles 
that intervened unexpectedly, ad- 
vancement of the city’s sweeping 
projects to build a midtown vehicular 
tunnel, beneath Manhattan and the 
East River from Tenth Avenue into 
Brooklyn and Queens, and also the 
vehicular tube’ under the Narrows, 
may have to be deferred until after 
the Legislature next year shall have 
opportunity to amend the State law 
which created the Board of Trans- 
portation and defined'its sphere and 
duties. : 

Realization of this probability, fell 
like a bombshell yesterday among a 
host of representatives of civic bedies 
who had come to the Board of Esti- 
mate chamber to urge immediate 
progress in construction of the mid- 
town tunnel to run under Thirty- 
eighth Street, Manhatan, or there- 
abouts. The State Legislature does 
not reconvene until Jan. 1, 1930, and 
it is dominated by a large Republi- 
can majority. Even with favorable 
action by. that body, it would prob- 
ably be the middle of the year 1930 
before the city would be able to begin 
work upon either of these vehicular 
tunnel enterprises. 


Doubts Board’s Power. 


This is how the legal obstacle was 
developed: Mayor Walker declared 
that he was unalterably determined 
that the tunnels should be built by 
the Board of Transportation, which, 
he explained, was the only body hav- 
ing the necessary background of ex- 
perience in subaqueous and land 
tunneling, the requisite equipment, 
and the engineering specialists that 
qualify. it to undertake such vast 
projects. Under the provisions of the 
city charter, on the other hand, the 
Department of Plant and Structures 
is intrusted with the construction of 
all interborough connections save 
those for rapid transit purposes. 

In this situation Corporation Coun- 
sel Arthur J..W. Hilly soca ps ex- 
pressed before the board the infor- 
mal opinion, based upon his study of 
the law, that the task could not leg- 
ally be laid upon the. Board of Trans- 
portation unless the Legislature so 
authorized. 

The question arose late in the af- 
ternoon when there came up for ac- 
tion by the Board of Estimate reso- 
lutions that read as follows: 

Resolved, That .the Board of 

Transportation and the Commis- 

sioner of Plant and Structures of 

the city of New York prepare and 
complete the necessary plans for 
the construction and equipment of 

a vehicular tunnel..and the ap- 

proaches thereto under: the Bor- 

ough of Manhattan in the vicinity 
of irty-eighth Street and under 
the East River to the boroughs of 
Queens and Brooklyn and that, at 
the earliest possible time after the 
adoption of..this resolution and the 
approval of the said plans by this 
board, they begin the actual con- 
struction and equipment of the 
same; and be it further 

_ Resolved, That ‘the Controller 
take all. .necessary preliminary 
steps looking to the issuance and 
sale of the said corporate stock or 
serial bonds of the city for the 
uses and purposes aforesaid, and 
that the Controller be requested to 
issue corporate stock notes in an- 
ticipation of the sale of the cor- 
porate stock or serial bonds afore- 
said in an amount sufficient to 
meet the necessary expenses in- 
curred by the Board of Transpor- 
tation and the Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures in the prep- 
aration and completion of the plan 
for the construction and equipment 
of said mid-Manhattan and East 
River tunnel, and the approaches 
thereto, and the construction and 
equipment of said tunnel. 


Urges Immediate Action. 


Captain William J. Pedrick, vice 
president and general manager of 
the Fifth Avenue Association, speak- 
ing for that and other civic bodies, 
urged immediate adoption of the 
resolutions and an early start upon 
construction. 

“I should prefer,” said Mayor 
Walker, ‘‘that we permit this action 
to be deferred until next Tuesday, 
July 2, when a special meeting of 
this board has been called by the 
chair. There are certain legal ques- 
tions that. have been referred to the 
Corporation Counsel and it is heped 
that by that time these may have 
been resolved. 

“Upon two things,’’ the Mayor con- 
tinued, “I am firmly determined. 
One of them is that this tunnel is 
going to be built. The other is that 
it must: be built by the Board of 
Transportation. That is the one and

Condemnation, Proceedings for 
Chrystie-Forsyth Project Or- 
dered by Estimate Board. 





SUCCESS SEEMS, ASSURED 





Protection Is Provided Against 
Raising of. Land-Prices. 
Walker Hails Step. 





The Board of Estimate, by unani- 
mous vote, gave final approval yes- 
terday to Mayor, Walker’s revived 
model housing project by inaugurat- 
ing condemnation proceedings for 
the widening of.Chrystie,and For- 
syth Streets between East Houston 
and Canal Strets. Residents of that 
section, who crowded the chamber, 
applauded the vote. It pointed to 
the ultimate success of a favorite 
project of Mayor Walker .which 
seemingly had failed last November 
because of the exorbitant prices de- 
manded by some of the property 
owners for their holdings. 

Land acquired in excess of that re- 
quired for the street widening will 
be leased to philanthropists who have 
assured the Mayor privately that 
they will take from the city ninety- 
nine-year leases and will erect model 
apartments on the sites of the old 
tenements that are to be razed. The 
plan has been so figured that rooms 
in the new apartments can be rented 
at an average not to exceed $10 a 
month. 


Widening Cost to Be Divided. 


Of the cost of the street widening, 
Manhattan will pay 40 per cent, the 
city at large 30 per cent and the re- 
maining 30. per cent will be levied 
upon the local area, which will be 
a large one, so as to distribute the 
burden widely. , 

In the resolutions authorizing the 
proceedings to acquire the property, 
protective clauses were inserted to 
guard the city in the.event that some 
of the’ property owners who have 
consented to dispose of their :hold- 
ings at a fair price should demand 
an increased. profit if the options 
given by them to the city should ex- 
pire before the culmination of the 
condemnation proceedings. Owners 
of about 70 per cent of the property 
concerned have given such options. 
On this point Mayor Walker said: 

‘‘We are fixing it so the city can 
step out of the venture if many of 
these property owners should run 
out on us.” 

Corporation Counsel Arthur J. W. 
Hilly was directed by the Board of 
Estimate to withhold the entry of 
the order vesting title until after he 


| had received advices from Controller 


Berry that the property owners who 
have agreed to a direct sale to the 
city have assigned any future court 
awards to the Finance Department. 


Procedure Is Explained. 


It was explained both by Mayor 


Walker. and. Borough President 
Julius ‘Miller of Manhattan that this 
procedure had been adopted te fa- 
cilitate the payment of awards to 


the 70 per cent of the pieeery own- 
ers who had consented to sell. their 
property at a fair price. As soon as 
he awards are assigned to the city 
those property owners will be id 
60 per cent of the ‘value of their 
graperty.

ILL WIFE HEARS SHOT 





Friend Attributes His Act to Des- 
pondency Brought on by Years 
of Poor Health. 





Robert A. Stewart, about 60 years 
old, retired New York lawyer, who 
lived at 235 East Engle Street, Engle- 
wood, N. J., was found dead yester- 
day morning in the garage in the 
rear of his home. The muzzle of 
a Springfield Army rifle was at his 
head and his right arm was out- 
stretched, with a finger against the 
trigger. Mr. Stewart was well known 
as a rifle shot and had served on 
rifle teams of the Seventh Regiment, 
National Guard. 

Mrs. Stewart, who is confined to 
her bed by illness, and Ellen Flowers, 
a maid employed by the family, 
heard the shot. She telephoned to 
Dr. Floyd E. Keir, a family friend, 
of 275 Engle Street. 

The doctor hurried to the Stewart 
home, accompanied by two patients 
from his office. They found Mr. 
Stewart dead. 

Chief of Police Michael J. O’Neil 
investigated the case and pronounced 
it ‘‘an evident case of suicide 
brought about by family and finan- 
cial troubles.’’ 

Dr. Joseph A. Payne, county physi- 
cian of Bergen County, ,ave permis- 
sion for removal o the body to 
Greenleaf’s morgue in Englewood. 

John Chadband, a chauffeur on the 
adjoining property, told police he 
saw Mr. Stewart drive up to the 

arage, park his car about twenty 

eet from the entrance, and enter 
the building. He said he heard a 
shot a few minutes later, but id 
no attention to it, believing ys 
were playing with fireworks. 

Mr. Stewart had not been active.in 
legal work in: New York:for some’ 
years. He was also. formerly con- 
nected with Catlin & Co., a dry 
goods house at 345 Broadway, it was 
said, and had a wide circle of friends 
in New York. His father, the late 
Robert A. Stewart, was at one time 
Past Grand Master of the Masons of 
New York State. He was a thirty- 
second degree Mason and one-time 
a in the Masonic body of the 

e. 

Mr. Stewart enlisted in the Third 
Company, Seventh Regiment, in 1895, 
and served fifteen years, attaining 
the grade of sergeant. It was dur- 
ing this time that he became well 
known as a rifle shot, serving on 
several of the regimental rifle teams. 
For some years he was secretary and 
treasurer of the Veteran Association 
of the Third Company of the Seventh 
Regiment, and he was a life member 
of the Veterans of the Seventh 
Regiment. 

Mr. Stewart and his wife occupied 
the Engle Street house a year. 
friend of Mr. Stewart said he had 
not been in good health for several 
years and had become “discouraged 
with life.” He formerly lived at 
Pleasantville, N. Y. 

Mrs, Stewart was formerlv Miss 
Grace Murphy of Albany. She was 
attended by a trained nurse follow- 
ine the tragedy. 

Funeral arrangements were not 
completed last night, but it was an- 
nounced that burial would be ip 
Albany, Mr. Stewart’s former home.

The fact that one of the stock 
transactions of Bishop James Cannon 
Jr. of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, is noted on the books 
of the defunct’ securities firm of 
Kable & Co. as having taken place 
on a Sunday was put into the record 
yesterday of the bankruptcy hearing 
into the affairs of the company be- 
fore Referee Robert P.. Stephenson. 

The transaction involved the sale 
in Bishop Cannon’s name of 300 
shares of Lehigh Valley stock on-Oct. 
16, 1927. C. Edward Benoit, attorney 
for Miss Anna Faians, trustee for the 
assets of Kable &.Co., flourished a 
photostatic. copy of the firm’s rec- - 
ords before Harry L. Goldhurst, head 
of the bankrupt company, who was 
in the witness chair. 

“You didn't sell stock on a Sunday, 
did you?” he demanded. Mr. Gold- 
hurst shook his head vigorously. 

“And certainly Bishop. Cannon 
wouldn’t do that,” the attorney com- 
mented. 

Mr. Goldhurst made no explanation 
of the record, leaving the assumption 
that he attributed it, like some other 
ledger notations, to a “clerical er- 
ror.”” 


Only One Outright Purchase. 

Other testimony elicited: the infor- 
mation that. the Bishop, despite 
the many transactions in his namie, 
had never bought any stock outright 
except 200 shares of Hudson Motors, ' 
and even in this purchase he had not 
completed payments under the par- 
tial payment plan in vogue with Ka- 
ble & Co. Mr. Benoit spread on the 
record that the books of the company 
disclosed that the Bishop had actual- 
ly deposited only $1,100, although the 
books purport to show that he nego- 
tiated stocks involving at one time 
shares with a market value of more 
than $10,000. 

“So he speculated, speculated al- 

most exclusively in this account?” 
Mr. Benoit suggested to Mr. Gold- 
hurst. The witness refused to re- 
spond and the attorney did not press 
the question. 
' Mr. Benoit sought without much 
success to get further light on how 
the stock transactions for the Bishop 
were carried on, 

“When the Bishop came into your 
place a month or so before the fail- 
ure did you tell him that you did not 
actually have his 200 shares of Hud- 
son Motors?” asked the lawyer. 

“No,” said Mr. Goldhurst, and 
added, under further pressure, that 
he did not know whether he was in 
possessio.: of this stock or not. 

“I did make numerous trades in 
Hudso.. -Motors about that time,’’ 
said the witness, ‘‘but I can’t say 
whether it was for Bishop Cannon's 
account.”’ 

Mr. Goldhurst was no clearer than 
on his former appearance as to why 
there was an entry in the Bishop’s 
account reading, ‘‘Nov. 2, as of Aug. 
14, 100 shares Lehigh Valley.” 

The witness refused’ to concede it 
was probable that he could have re- 
ceived an order for such shares in: 
August, 1927, and not have bought 
them until November. He said the 
Bishop had been in South America 
that Summer’ and’ he had not seen 
him until September. He admitted, 
however, that he might have re 
ceived the order cable or mail. 

“As a matter fact,”” said Mr. 
Benoit, ‘“‘while he was still in South 
America you kept him supplied with 
market quotations?’’

HOSPITAL EMPLOYE 
HELD IN BOY'S DEATH 


Attendant at Randall’s Island 
Is Accused of Homicide in 
the Swick Case. 





SAID LAD FELL FROM. BED 





Officials of Hospital Assert the 
Prisoner Has a Record for 
Faithful Service. 





After further investigation yester- 
day by the District Attorney’s office 
into the death of 7-year-old Solomon 
Swick in the Children’s Hospital, 
Randall’s Island, the police arrested 
Charles Moscher, 44, night attendant 


at the hospital, and charged him with 
homicide. They locked Moscher in 
Police Headquarters over night for 
arraignment in Homicide Court this 
morning. 

During the evening Vincent R. Im- 
pellitteri, Assistant District Attor- 
ney, and Detective Hudson, one of 
the detectives who had arrested the 
man, questioned Moscher further. 
Among the witnesses heard yesterday 
was Eli Herscovitz, 17, one of two 
boys who escaped from the hospital 
by swimming across the East River 
to New York the night the Swick 
child died. 

Mrs. Abraham Swick, of 1,531 
Brook Avenue, the Bronx, took the 
child to Randall’s Island a week ago 
yesterday. Early the next morning 
the boy died.. Moscher reported his 
condition to nurses and attributed 
his death to falling out of bed three 
- times. The Medical Examiner’s 
' autopsy later showed that death had 

been caused by rupture of the spleen 

and an apparent hemorrhage of the 
abdominal cavity. The child also 
had bruises on the right side of the 
face and on the left side of the bodv. 

Deputy Commissioner Edward F. 
Cadley of the Department of Hospi- 
tals, learning of the arrest last night, 
expressed astonishment. Moscher, 
he said, had been employed as a 
night attendant for eight months. He 
had no record of trouble and had 

roved so dependable and sober that 
he was made relief attendant, a pro- 
motion. 

When he questioned Moscher, Mr. 
Cadley said, the man told how the 
child had flung himself from bed 
three or four times until Moscher sat 
by the bedside and held his hand. 
In the small hours Moscher was 
called to the next floor where a boy 
was having an epileptic fit. When 
he returned, the Swick boy was ly- 
ing on the floor, Moscher said. He 
stated that-a boy in the neighboring 
bed told him the child had had an 
‘“‘awful fall.’’ Moscher said he picked 
the child up and summoned the night 
superintendent of nurses. The boy 
soon died, he said.

Mr. Cadley said he had 
heard yesterday that the two es- 
caped taas had visited the Swick 
home and told Mr. and Mrs. Swick 
that they had seen the child béaten. 


HOSPITAL IS EXONERATED. 


Court Finds Boy Was Not Held at 
Sydenham Because of Bill. 


Supreme Court Justice Lydon exon- 
erated the Sydenham Hospital, Man- 
hattan Avenue and 123d Street, yes- 


terday of the charge of detaining 
Leo Wershel, a 9-year-old patient, be- 
cause the boy’s father failed to pay 
a $50 balance on a bill. The father, 
Irving Wershel of 1,735 Lafayette 
Avenue, the Bronx, obtained a writ 
of habeas corpus, alleging that when 
he went to the hospital on Wednes- 
day evening to take the boy home 
he was not permitted to do so be- 
cause of the deficit. 

Mr. Wershel declared he had paid 
$226 and was willing to pay the bal- 
ance. The boy was operated on for 
appendicitis sixteen days ago. Coun- 
sel for the hospital told the court 
that the father and his attorney 
called for the boy at night and that 
it was against the rules of the in- 
stitution to permit the removal of 
a patient at that time. He said the 
hospital authorities were surprised 
when served with the writ yesterday 
morning. Justice Lydon dismissed 
the writ after turning the boy over 
to his father. The boy, who was too 
weak to walk, had to be carried into 
the court room by two nurses.

A Sum- 
mer hospital at Norwalk, Conn., and 
the Noyes Memorial Home at Peek- 
skill are also operated by the institu- 
tion. All services in the wards are 
free and a small charge is made in 
the out-patient department. The re- 
port says that 2,311 children were 
eared for last year and 10,951 treat- 
ments were aves in = out-patient 
departnient.

JAILED FOR PERJURY 


IN CHASING INQUIRY: 


Chauffeur Pleads Guilty to Chang- 
ing Testimony and Gets 21/2 to 
5 Years in Sing Sing. 


Irving Fuhr, 22 years old, a chauf- 
feur, of 1,434 Forty-second Street, 
Brooklyn, whose testimony last Oc- 
tober before the grand jury contra- 
dicted previous testimony he had 
given against Moses Cohen, a law- 
yer, at Supreme Court Justice Was- 
servogel’s ambulance chasing  in- 
quiry, was sentenced yesterday to 
Sing Sing for from two and a half to 
five years. He pleaded guilty before 
Judge Donnellan in General Sessions 
on a perjury charge. 

In the inquiry, according to As- 
sistant District Attorney Thomas F. 
Kane, Fuhr told of having been em- 
ployed by Cohen in December, 1925, 
to act as the ‘‘plaintiff’’ in seventy 
spurious accidents, in each of which 
he went through the formality of 
falling on streets or in buildings. 
Mr. Kane, although acting as prose- 
cutor in Fuhr’s case, also appeared 
in the novel roéle of complainant 
against the man, because Fuhr’s 
false testimony was given while Mr. 
Kane was interrogating him before 
the grand jury. 

Mr. Kane said that Fuhr was being 
questioned before the grand jury 
about one of the ‘‘accidents’’ on Dec. 
6, 1925, he alleged happened when 


he fell in front of 314 East Fordham 
Road, the Bronx, and that Fuhr 
changed his testimony so that in- 
criminating statements he had made 
at the Wasservogel inquiry were less- 
ened in effect. 

Edwin J. Cooley, chief of the Gen- 
eral Sessions Probation Bureau, re- 
ported to Judge Donnellan that Fuhr 
told of a visit Cohen made to Fuhr’s 
home after Fuhr’s testimony in the 
Wasservogel hearing, in which, Fuhr 
alleged, the lawyer assured him that 
if he were to change his testimony 
at the subsequent grand jury inves- 
tigation, nothing would come of it. 

Cohen was indicted on a second 
degree grand larceny charge at 
about the same time and is out on 
bail pending his trial.

ACHIEVED BY CHURCHES 


F. B. Smith Tells Christian En- 
deavor Convention Protestant 


Clergy Will End Wars. 





Four thousand young people as- 
sembled last night at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church for the an- 
nual convention of the New York 
State Christian Endeavor Union and 
listened to a confident assertion that 
the Protestant clergy would bring 
about world peace just as it had 
brought about prohibition. 

The assertion was made by Fred 
B. Smith, moderator of the National 
Council of Congregational Churches, 
who delivered the principal address. 
Frederick A. Wallis, former Com- 
missioner of Correction and the State 
president of the union, presided. 

Talking on the ‘‘new international- 
ism,’’ Mr. Smith declared that the 
world was going ‘hrough the great- 
est revolution in all history in its 
present turning away from war. 

“T am persuaded,”’ he said, ‘‘that 
there are ten pacifists today where 
there was but one ten years ago. 
There is a great determined urge to 
develop pacific means of adjusting 
disputes among the nations, when 
differences arise. However unoffi- 
cially our United States may be as- 
sociated with any movement for in- 
ternational peace, there can be no 
permanent enduring peace possible 
without the participation | of the 
United States of America.” 


PRINCE OF WALES H HITS

LONDON, June 27.—The Prince of 
Wales, who is president of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, was enthusiastically 
cheered by a gathering of East Afri- 
can colonists tonight when he de- 
clared that the idea of ‘‘going in an 
automobile to massacre big game at 
close quarters’’ made no appeal to 
him.

MONCADA’ PLANS: RAILROAD 





Banker Declares President Intends 
to Link Atlantic and Pacific, 
- Opening Up New Regions.

BALBOA, June 27.—Nicaragua is 
SO prosperous under the adminisira- 
tion of President Moncada that it is 
expected the budget, as of June 30, 
will show the largest surplus in the 
history of the country, this despite 
the handicap of the past revolutions 
and the present low price of coffee, 
according to L. S. Rosenthall, man- 
ager of the National Bank of Nica- 
ragua, who arrived here today en 
route to New York on a trip combin- 
ing business and a vacation. 

Nicaragua’s , budget is liquidated 
every six months and a balance for 
the period ending on June 30 is esti- 
mated at $1,200,000. 

Mr. Rosenthall said it was esti- 
mated that $500,000 would be devoted 
to the maintenance of the National 
Guard for the next six months and 
that $300,000 would be set aside for 
the settlement of claims in the recent 
revolution. Another $300,000 goes to 
advances made the National” Bank 
for support of the guard and public 
education in the past six months and 
the balance for public works. 

The National Guard, the banker 
explained, has been recruited to 2,000, 
officered by United States Marines, 
and they are able to take over the 
policing of sections of the country 
which were' formerly bandit-infested, 
taus relieving the marines of duty 
there. This is particularly true in 
the northern provinces. 

It is expected, Mr. Rosenthall said, 
that a mixed commission will be set 
up soon for the hearing of claims for 
revolution damages and to prepare 
for their ultimate settlement. 

Apparently, Nicaragua is in no im- 
mediate need of a loan, although it 
may be required to borrow to carry 
out public works of vital political and 
economic necessity which President 
Moncada is plamning. 

At present Nicaragua has only one 
railroad that runs parallel to the Pa- 
cific Coast, Mr. Rosenthal] said, a 
distance of less than a hundred 
miles, connecting the port of Corinto 
with Granada and passing through 
Leon and Ma a. 

President Moncada plans, within 
the next six months, to begin an ex- 
tension from this line inland to a be- 
ginning line that will eventually 
reach across the country to the At- 
lantic Coast. 

A hard road will be built from 
Boaco North, opening up a new cof- 
fee country and furnishing better 
transportation for the rich coffee re- 
gion. This will greatly reduce, he 
believes, the cost of transporting 
coffee to the seaport and compensate 
the growers for the lower prices they 
now receive for their crops. 

Another road is planned from the 
railroad at Leon to Ocotal, once the 
scene of bandit activities. This is a 


region where excellent wines were. 


produced in Colonia’ days until it 
was prohibited by the King of Spain 
on account of the competition with 
the Spanish market.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Generally Lower, Move- 
ment Confused—Call Money 
10%, Gold Engaged in London. 








Maintenance for an unchanged 10 
per cent rate for call money but a 
quotably lower rate for time loans 
on collateral, withdrawal from Lon- 
don of substantial amounts of gold 
for both Berlin and New York, and 
an uncertain stock market, in which 
declines predominated at the last, 
made up yesterday’s somewhat con- 
fusing financial picture. The bro- 
kers’ loan report, published after the 
close of business, did not render the 
picture any clearer. An increase 
had naturally been expected, in view 
of the week’s action of prices on 
the Stock Exchange. It was rela- 
tively large; the $122,000,000 addi- 
tion, following the previous week’s 
$136,000,000, makes the increase for 
the fortnight larger than has oc- 
curred in any equal period, except- 
ing only the $309,000,000 expansion 
in the two weeks at the end of last 
November. 

On the Stock Exchange, prices 
moved with great irregularity, but 
prices for most stocks that have 
been conspicuous in the recent rise 
declined rather rapidly, several of 
them losing- 9 to 18 points at the 
day’s lowest figures. Declines were 
numerically much in the majority 
for the day, but the downward trend 
was offset as usual by advances in 
a few shares ranging from 8 points 
upward. Except for what was ap- 
parently ‘‘profit-taking on the news’’ 
in the stocks affected by the air- 
plane merger announcement, the 
movement of prices had no relation 
to any fresh developments. 

Sterling went at one time yester- 
day to the lowest price of the year 
and the lowest since the Autumn of 
1926, and $5,000,000 gold was taken 
for New York at the Bank of Eng- 
tand. Berlin at the same time with- 
drew $8,700,000, making $25,000,000 
taken from London by the German 
market thus far in the week. This 
exceeds in amount any weekly gold- 
export withdrawal made at London 
by Berlin during the prolonged 
movement of last year. 

The Bank of England’s weekly re- 
turn reflected the past week’s sudden 
outflow of gold by a decrease of 
$6,900,000 in its gold reserve and a 
fall in its reserve ratio from 557% 
per cent to 44%, the lowest since the 
beginning of April. The Bank now 
holds $58,400,000 less gold than a 
year ago; or, if yesterday’s further 
withdrawals are included (they did 
not figure in the weekly statement), 
$72,400,000 less. This would mean 
that the Bank holds only about $11,- 
500,000 more than it held when gold 
payments were resumed in April, 
1925. The awkward part of the situa- 
tion, from the London market’s 
viewpoint, is that no signs appear at 
the moment of a slackening in the 
outgo, and that this has occurred in 
a season when the Bank of England 
is usually replenishing its gold re- 
serves in view of the customary loss 
of Autumn.

News, Comment and Incident, On the Steck Exchange and In 
the Financia! Markets. 


Cross-currents in the stock market 
yesterday tended to confuse tape 
watchers, and it was not until trad- 
ing had ended that they were able 
to tell accurately where the count 
stood. During the. greater part of 
the day the trading community was 
under the impression that active is- 
sues on the Stock Exchange had 
been driven up at the same speed as 
on the day before, and without any 
serious interruption. As a matter of 
fact, price movements were highly 
irregular, even when certain issues 
were bounding forward in a spectac- 
ular manner during the forenoon. 
Late in the day a rush of selling un- 
settled the general list and whittled 
down values in such a way as to 
cause some bewilderment among 
speculators for the rise. The final 
quotations revealed many sharp 
losses. Wall Street showed little con- 


cern over the prospect of another 
increase in brokers’ loans, however, 
and the issuance of the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s weekly compilation 
late in the day caused only passing 
comment.

More Gold from England. 


In view of the high rates for call 
money obtaining currently, it had 
been considered in foreign exchange 
circles that a shipment of gold from 
England would be unlikely until af- 


ter July 1. As a consequence, yes-| q 


terday’s announcement that $5,000,- 
000 had been engaged in London for 
shipment to this market and that 
another $2,000,000, unaccounted for, 
might also be on its way here, 
aroused a good deal of surprise. The 
explanation, bankers said, was that 
not all banks figure upon the call 
rate in calculating the possibilities 
for profit from a gold shipment. A 
number of houses use an average 


money rate—about 714 per cent at. 
the present time—in caiculating their 
transactions. At current levels for 
sterling, about 8 per cent can be 
made on a shipment, it is’ said, pro- 
viding a fast ship Is available.

Easier Time Money. 


In the face of a rate of 10 per cent 
for call money, time loan rates have 
been soft all week and yesterday 
dropped to 7% per cent for four 
month loans, the lowest level seen 
since the second week in March. 
Thirty-day loans, the maturity in 
closest sympathy with call money, 
were made at 8 per cent, indicating 
apparently that the market expects 
easier credit in the near future. 
Money brokers were inclined to con- 
sider that yesterday marked the 


crucial point of the current strain, 
and the failure of the call rate to 
advance beyond its stand at 10 per 
cent was widely taken as indicative 
that the mid-ycar squeeze had al- 
ready produced its maximum rate.

Yesterday’s 2-cent decline in wheat 
prices was presumably response to 
Wednesday’s .weekly Weather Bu- 
reau report on the progress of the 
crop; which, as is not unusual, 
failed to confirm the exceedingly 
gloomy picture drawn on the Board 
of Trade when the market was .ad- 
vancing. The  crop’s’ condition 
seems to be generally good, though 
excessive rain has delayed the 
Eastern Kansas harvest. From yes- 
terday’s statement by the govern- 
ment of wheat exports in May, it 
may be seen how that month’s 
precipitous lowering of the price 
operated on the accumulated unsold 
surplus. Earlier in the year, when 
American prices were persistently 
held above those of Europe, these 
huge accumulations were moved 
only slowly, but the 20-cent fall in 
the Chicago market during May 
brought the month’s exports to a 
figure three times as large as in 
April, the 11,741,000 bushels shipped 
out falling only a little short of the 
14,042,000 shipments in the preced- 
ing four months.

Joaquim de Mello, Esq., Secretary of Finance of the State, states, in part, as follows: ‘- 

The State of Rio de Janeiro with an estimated population of 2,000,000 is a southern maritime state located 
in the most important commercial section of Brazil, is 26,635 square miles in area, and is situated east of 
Sao Paulo and south of Minas Geraes. It is the most densely populated state of Brazil and surrounds ‘3 
Federal District in which the City of Rio de Janeiro, the capital of Brazil, is situated, but is politically 
distinct from it.

The 
State stands second in Brazil in the production of sugar and salt and third in coffee and ranks next to Sao 
Paulo in manufacturing. In proportion to its area, the railroad mileage within the State (1,763 miles) is 
larger than that of any other state in Brazil, These roads connect with the important railways of Sao Paulo, 


Minas Geraes and Espirito Santo. The State has, besides the Harbor of Rio, a number of smaller ports which 
are visited by coastal vessels. 


Industrial growth has been rapid, due to readily available cheap power, (the installed capacity of hydro- 
electric power in the State exceeds 300,000 horsepower and the potential reserve is estimated at over 
1,000,000 horsepower) and also to its proximity to the City of Rio de Janeiro which has about 1,650,000 
inhabitants and provides an outlet for the principal products of the State.

From 1925 to 1928 the State had an actual surplus of ordinary revenues over ordinary expenditures of 
$5,269,440, which together with the proceeds of the 7% Sterling Loan of 1927 and certain short term financ- 
ing was used for capital investments of over $15,300,000. 

After completion of this financing there will be outstanding a total funded Internal and External debt 
equivalent to $28,450,231. In addition thereto, the State has guaranteed municipal indebtedness amount- 
ing to approximately the equivalent of $3,888,000. As of May 15, 1929, the floating debt of the State was 
equivalent to $1,292,048. After this financing the per capita debt of the State will amount to about $16.80. 


There is no record. of default on any obligation either internal or external of the State of Rio de Janeiro.

A rise* of -$122,000,000, the second 
dJarge advance: in two weeks, was 
shown in the total of brokers’ loans 
announced last’ night by the Federal 
Reserve: Bank of New York. Follow- 
ing an increase of $136,000,000 last 
week, this week’s rise brings the 
total of loans to brokers and dealers 
to $5,542,000,000, compared with the 
year’s low figure of $5,284,000,000 on 
June 5, immediately after the decline 
in the stock market during the latter 
part of May. 

As was the case last week, the in- 
crease shown in yesterday’s state- 
ment was largely due to the heavy 
subscriptions to new securities for 
which stockholders of a number of 
lar corporations had _ received 
rig ts. The present increase, how- 
ever,-.is also a reflection of the re- 


cent advance in prices on the stock 
market. 


Big Increase by Banks Here. 


Local member banks _ increased

SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
~ CITES TRAFFIC LOSS 


Decline in Tonnage of Morgan 
Lise, Its Subsidiary, Shown 
ati. C. C. Hearing Here. 








SEEKS TO RECOVER TRADE 





Canal Ship Companies, Fighting Cut 
In Ralil-Water Rate, Assall 
Road’s Contentions. 





The Morgan Line, whose steam- 
ships operate from New York and 
Baltimore to Galveston as part of the 
Southern Pacific’s Sunset-Gulf rail- 
water route to the Pacific Coast, 
Meeds and should be allowed to re- 
cover part of the traffic which was 
“lost to unregulated Panama Canal 
@arriers,’’ William Simmons, traffic 
Manager of the Southern Pacific 
Steamship Line, which owns the 


Morgan Line, asserted yesterday at 
the hearing at the Hotel St. George, 
Brooklyn, before William A. Disque, 
attorney-examiner for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, on the South- 
ern Pacifis’s application for a 
freight rate reduction on the Sun- 
aet-Gulf route. 

Mr. Simmons presented many fig- 
tres to show that the financial con- 
dition of the Morgan Line had suf- 
fered as a result of loss of trans- 
continental traffic to the Panama 
Canal steamship lines. The purpose 
of the proposed rate reduction would 
be to enable the Sunset-Gulf route 
to recover some of this traffic, of- 
ficials of the Southern Pacific and 
Morgan Line say. Mr. Simmons de- 
elared that for the first five months 
of 1929 the Morgan Line had a de- 
ficit of $46,187.39, and that in 1928 
its net operating income was $420,- 
775.31, which he said was much 
smaller than that of the canal lines. 


Declines Are Listed. 


The question at issue, Mr. Sim- 
Mons declared, was whether the con- 
tention of the canal lines ‘‘that their 
Monopoly of this traffic should for- 
ever be perpetuated with the sanc- 
tion of an administrative body of the 
United States’? should be upheld. In 
recent years, the witness continued, 


the Morgan Line’s traffic in iron and 
steel goods, nswprint, canned goods, 
cotton, lumber and other commodi- 
ties had decreased substantially. In 
1922, he said, the Morgan Line car- 
ried 41,834 tons of canned goods be- 
tween New York and Galveston, 
while in 1928 this figure had fallen 
to 15,090 tons, and the tonnage of 
newsprint carried fell from 16,698 in 
1928 to 1,154 in 1928. The line has 
the capacity to handle additional 
traffic without any increase in cost, 
he said, having had in 1928 an un- 
used capacity of -327,406 tons south- 
bound and 120,658 tons northbound. 

Before the opening of the Panama 
Canal, Mr. Simmons testified, the 
transcontinental traffic of the Mor- 
gan Line averaged as high as 50 per 
cent of its total traffic. 

Frank Lyon. counsel for the steam- 
ship lines using the canal, sought 
to show in his cross-examination of 
Mr. Simmons that the financial con- 
dition of which the Morgan Line com- 
plained was due to the fact that it 
was so tied to the railroad that it 
could not get more business by re- 
ducing its port-to-port rates, but kept 
them at a hizh level out of propor- 
tion to the water rates charged by 
the canal lines. The line could get 
business and fill the unoccupied 
space if it were free to reduce its 
rates to Gulf ports as distinguished 
from the joint rail-water rate, he 
contended. 


Rates Are Compared. 


Under cross-ex2mination, Mr. Sim- 
mons said the Morgan Line’s rate for 
eanned goods from New York and 
Baltimore to Galveston was 38% 
cents a hundred pounds, and the dis- 
tance 2,100 miles. -Mr. Lyon then in- 
formed him that the rate on the 
canal lines from New York to Cali- 
fornia, a distance of 6,000 miles, was 
45 cents a hundred pounds, and 
asked if the Morgan Line rate was 
not exorbitant in comparison. Mr. 
Simmons said that the basis was not 
necessarily the same. 

“You keep these rates to the Gulf 
as high as you can, and we want to 
reduce the through rates to the 
Pacific Coast to get traffic away 
from the canal lines,’’ Mr. Lyon said. 
Kither the railroad or the commis- 
sion is preventing the Morgan Line 
from operating as an independent 
line. It is tied to the dead body of 
the railroad so that it cannot com- 

ete with all-rail routes from St. 

ouis, Kansas City and Chicago by 
reducing its port-to-port rates as a 
water carrier, and the canal lines 
must suffer.’’ 

In reply to Mr. Lyon’s questions, 
Mr. Simmons said rates were re- 
duced where this would bring in- 
creased business, and that the pur- 

ose of his testimony was to show 
hat enough traffic to the Gulf ports 
could not be obtained. He was also 
cross-examined by L. G. Reif, W. S. 
McCarthy and H. W. Prickett.

TO SHIP GOLD HERE 


$5,000,000 Consignment Com- 
ing on the Isle de France for 
Irving Trust Company. 








SURPRISE TO WALL STREET 





Further Purchases Were Not Ex- 
pected This Month — Total on 
Present Movement $14,000,000. 





The purchase of $5,000,000 in gold 
from the Bank of England for ship- 
ment to New York was announced 
yesterday by the Irving Trust Com- 
pany. The metal was to leave Great 
Britain last night on the Ie de 
France. In all £2,804,564 in gold 
bars were taken from the Bank yes- 
terday, of which £1,000,000 repre- 
sented the metal taken by the Irving 
Trust and a like amount was en- 
gaged for shipment to Germany. The 
odd £804,564 went to an unnamed 
buyer and may also be destined for 
this country. 

The purchase announced yesterday 
Sap the total of gold taken from 
England on the present movement 
to more than $14,000,000, of which 
the major portion arrived in the past 
week. The statement of gold move- 
ments at the port of New York from 
June 20 to June 26, inclusive, re- 
leased last night by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, showed a 
net gain to this market for the week 
of $17,616,000. 


$17,671,000 Imported in Week. 


Imports for the week totaled $17,- 
671,000, of which $9,485,000 came 
from Argentina, $8,055,000 from Eng- 
land and $131,000 chiefly from Latin 
America. Exports consisted solely 
of a shipment of $55,000 to Mexico. 

Yesterday’s purchase of gold in 
London came as somewhat of a sur- 
prise to Wall Street, as it had been 
expected that the high rates for call 
ante obtaining in this market 
would prohibit imports of the metal 
until er July 1, when money rates 
are expected to slacken. It had been 
pointed out by foreign exchange deal- 
ers that the funds which would be 
tied up in effecting a transfer of the 
metal, if employed in the call market 
at prevailing rates for the length of 
time necessary to ship gold across 
the Atlantic, would earn a greater 
return than could be obtained as 
profit on the transaction. 

Not all the banks, however, base 
their calculations on the call money 
rate in figuring the level at which 
profitable imports of sterling can be 
made. Instead, a general figure rep- 
resenting the average return in the 
money market is used. In the present 
case this figure would be between 
7 and 8 per cent. Given a fast sail- 
ing immediately after the purchase, 
it is possible, bankers said, to make 
a profit upon a gold shipment at cur- 
rent levels for sterling at the rate of 
just under 8 per cent per annum. 


British Gold Exports Heavy. 


The movement of gold from Eng- 
land is now assuming eerious pro- 

ortions and at the same time the 

ank of England is being drawn 
upon by Germany. As a result the 
gold stock of the Bank of England 
is being rapidly reduced and it is 
thought likely that measures will be 
taken to bring the exchange on ster- 
ling above the gold shipping point. 

Early this year a gold movement 
from Great Britain, which resulted 
in the transfer of approximately $30,- 
000,000 in gold from London to this 
market, was halted by the advance 
in the rediscount rate of the Bank 
of England. 

This move on the part of the Bank 
of England was taken after Mon- 
tague Norman, governor of the 
Bank, had paid a visit to this coun- 
try and conferred with Federal Re- 
serve officials. It is reported that 
Mr. Norman is now on his way here 
and due to arrive tomorrow, al- 
though no confirmation of the re- 
port has been obtained. 

In foreign exchange circles it {s 
considered not unlikely that: the 
Bank of England may again be 
forced to advance its rediscount rate 
and that such a measure may come 
up for discussion between Mr. Nor- 
man and Reserve officials in the 
event that the governor of the Bank 
of England is actually coming here.

OIL MEN FAIL TO ACT 
ON GASOLINE PRICE 


Export Petroleum Association 
Meets and Directs Committee 
to Continue its Work. 








NO DISCORD AT GATHERING 





Described as ‘‘Harmonious, Hope- 
fui and Satisfactory,” Though 
~ Difficulties Are Admitted. 





Members of the Export Petroleum 
Association, Inc., met yesterday 
without agreeing on a basic export 
gasoline price and instructed the spe- 
cial committee which has been con- 
sidering the question for some time 
to -continue its investigations. Al- 
though the differences between vari- 
ous oil.interests over the export gas- 
oline price are understood to have 
been aired further, the association 
deferred action pending the receipt 
of the committee’s report. 

A statement by Gilbert H. Monta- 
gue, vice +»resident and general 
counsel of the association, declared 
the meeting ‘‘was in all respects har- 
Monious, hopeful and satisfactory.”’ 
His statement said: 

Explains Committee’s Purpose. 

“The Export Petroleum Associa- 
tion, Inc., following its customary 
procedure in all matters regarding 
gasoline export prices, recently ap- 
pointed a committee of its- member 
companies to investigate and report) 
back to the association the commit-| 
pray recommendations on this sub- 
ect. 

“At its meeting the association 
voted that this export price com- 
mittee should continue its investiga- 
tion of the gasoline situation and 
that action by the association re- 
ee gasoline export prices should 

e deferred until after this commit- 
tee had reported back the results 
of its investigation and its recom- 
mendation. 

‘*This resolution received the hearty 
assent and the vote of every member 
company in the association, except 
for one or two membér companies 
whose representatives on the asso- 
ciation’s board of directors were not 
present. ; 

“No proposal regarding gasoline 
export prices other than the above 
was discussed at the meeting. 

“No member company of the as- 
gociation has at any time or in any 
Manner ever expressed or indicated 
any disposition to withdraw from the 
association. 

‘The association has shown marked 
progress in its work upon the highly 
complicated problems confronting the 
American gasoline export trade, and 
at.each successive meeting the mem- 
ber companies have shown an in- 
ereasing disposition to cooperate 
with one another in the solution of 
these problems.”’ 


Mecting Lasts More Than 3 Hours. 


The association began its meeting 
at 10:30 A. M. and adjourned shortly 
before 2 P. M. Later Mr. Montague 
héld conferences at the offices of the 


Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. 

Oil executives, while declining to 
discuss the differences, admitted yes- 
terday that some difficulties had 
arisen in connection with the export 
association’s plans. The Royal 
Dutch Shell ‘interests, who are said 
to be opposed to suggestions that the 
basic price of export gasoline be ad- 
vanced, were represented at the 
Meeting yesterday. A cablegram 
from Sir Henri Deterding, managing 
director of the Royal Dutch, is un- 
derstood to have been read at the 
meeting and to have been a subject 
of.considerable discussion. 

Sir Henri, it is understood, com- 
municated his views to the associa- 
tion recently and his message, it was 
suggested, might have heen respon- 
sible for delaying action on the price 
question. A number of other Ameri- 
can oil companies are said to be sup- 
porting the position taken by the 
Shell Union Oil Company, Royal 
Dutch subsidiary.

TO ISSUE STATISTICS 
ON LABOR TURNOVER 


Government Plans Periodical Fig- 
ares on 500,000 Workers in 
Twenty-two States. 


Employment and unemployment 
statistics on more than 500,000 work- 


ers will be issued periodically by the 
United States Department of Labor 
after July 1, it was announced yes- 
terday. The statistics, which will be 
known as the National Index to 
Labor Turnover, will be compiled by 
the Policyholders’ Service Bureau of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
‘Company. Government experts will 
keep the figures up to date. 

The statistics will be gathered from 
850 manufacturers in twenty-two 
States. According to Secretary 
Davis, the statistics will help em- 

loyers to remedy the evil of rapid 
abor turnover. 

“The object of the Department of 
Labor,” Secretary Davis said, ‘‘will 
be to help both the worker and the 
employer by developing the statis- 


tical material and by advancing 
methods whereby the turnover of 
labor may be kept at the lowest pos- 
sible point. 

“Continuity of employment is of 
prime importance to labor. High 
wage-rates mean nothing unless a 
man has a job and holds it. To the 
employer it is most important to 
keep his es at work, for con- 
tinuous and heavy change in person- 
nel works injury to his business. It 
means lost motion, lost time, lost 
money in continually breaking in 
new employes—extra strain on fore- 
men in close supervision and anxiety 
as to the quality of the new man’s 
work, risk of spoiled material.’’
